A REVISED TRANSLATION FROM TIIE HEBREW. 
BY SAMUEL SHARPE. 

1 Tbe proverbs of Solomon the son of David, king 

of Israel : 

2 To know wisdom and instruction ; 

To understand the words of understanding ; 

3 To receive the instruction of wisdom, 
Righteousness, and judgment, and equity; 

4 To give prudence to the simple, 

To the young man knowledge and discretion. 
s A wise man will hear, and will increase learning; 
And a man of understanding will gain wise counsels ; 

6 To understand a proverb, and a bidden meaning, 
The words of the wise, and their dark sayings. 

7 The fear of Jehovah is the beginning of knowledge ; 
But fools despise wisdom and instruction, 

8 My son, hear the instruction of thy lather, 
And forsake not the law of thy mother. 

9 For they will be a wreath of grace to thy head, 
And a necklace about thy neck. 

10 My son, if sinners entice thee, consent thou not. 

11 If they say, 4 Come witn us, let us lay wait for blood, 
' Let us lurk privily without cause for the innocent; 

12 1 Let us swallow them up alive as the grave, 

1 And whole, as those that go down into the pit; 

13 'We shall find all precious wealth, 

' We shall till our houses with spoil ; 

14 ' Oast in thy lot among us ; let us all have one purse ;' 

15 My sou, walk not thou in the way with them ; 
Refrain thy foot from their path ; 

16 For their feet run to evil, and hasten to shed blood. 

17 But the net is spread in vain in the sight of any bird. 

18 And they lay wait for their own blood ; 
They lurk privilv for their own l^ves. 

» So are the ways of every one greedy^ga,^,,^ 
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chapter ii. PROVERBS. 

It takcth away the life of the owners thereof. 

Wisdom crieth aloud outside ; 
She uttereth her voice in the broad places ; 
She crieth in the chief place of concourse ; 
In the openings of the gates, in the city, 
She uttereth her words, [saying.] 
How long, ye simple ones, will ye love simplicity ? 
And the seorncrs delight in their scorning, 
Ami fools hate knowledge ? 
Turn you at my reproof ; 
Behold; I will pour out my spirit upon you, 
I will make known my words unto you. 

Because I called, and ye refused ; 
I stretched out my ha id, and no man regarded ; 
And ye have set at nought all my counsel, 
And would httve none of my reproof ; 
I also will lau^h at your calamity ; 
I will mock when your fear cometh. 

When your fear cometh as a tempest, 
And your calamity cometh as a whirlwind; 
When distress and anguish come upon you ; 
Then will they call on mo, but I will not answer; 
They will seek me early, but they shall not find me ; 
1 '►(•cause they hated knowledge, 
Ami did not choose the fear of Jehovah. 

They would have none of my couusel ; 
They despised all my reproof; 
And they shall eat the fruit of their own ways, 
And be tilled with their own devices. 
For the turning away of the simple shall slay them, 
And the prosperity of fools shall destroy them. 
But whoso hearkeneth unto me shall dwell safely, 
And shall be quiet from fear of evil. 
If. My son, if thou wilt receive my words, 
And lay up my commandments with thee; 
So that thou give thine ear unto wisdom, 
And incline thine heart to understanding; 
Yea, if thou criest after knowledge, 
And liftest up thy voice *>r understanding ; 
If thou seekest for her as silver, 
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And searchest for her as for hidden treasures ; 
* Then shalt thou understand the fear of Jehovah, 
And shalt find the knowledge of God. 

6 For Jehovah giveth wisdom ; 

From His mouth come knowledge and understanding. 

7 He layeth up safe counsel for the righteous ; 
He is a shield to them that walk in honesty, 

8 To guard the paths of judgment ; 

And he preserveth the way of his godly ones. 

9 Then shalt thou understand righteousness, 

And judgment, and equity, with every good path. 

10 When wisdom entereth into thine heart, 
And knowledge is pleasant unto thy soul ; 

11 Discretion shall watch over thee, 

Understanding shall guard thee ; 

12 To deliver thee from the way of the evil man, 
From the man that speaketh froward things ; 

13 Who leave the paths of uprightness, 
To walk in the ways of darkness ; 

14 Who rejoice to do evil, 

And delight in the frowardness of the wicked ; 

15 Whose ways are crooked, and they go aside in their paths ; 

16 To deliver the from tbee strange woman, 

From the foreigner who flattereth with her words ; 

17 Who forsaketh the guide of her youth, 
And forgetteth the covenant of her God ; 

18 (For her house inclineth unto death, 
And her paths unto the evil spirits ; 

19 None that go unto her return again, 
Neither attain they to the paths of life ;) 

20 So that thou mayest walk in the way of good men, 
And keep the paths of the righteous. 

And the honest shall remain in it. 

21 For- the upright shall dwell in the land, 

22 But the wicked shall be cut off from the land, 
And transgressors shall be rooted out of it. 

III. My son, forget not my law ; 

But let thine heart keep my commands ; 
2 For length of days, and years of life, 

And peace, shall they add to thee.

Let not kindness and truth forsake thee; 
B.nd them about thy neck; 
Write them upon the table of thy heart; 
So shalt thou find favor and good success 
Jn the sight of God and man. 

Trust in Jehovah with all thine heart; 
And lean not upon thine own understanding. 
In all thy ways acknowledge him, 
And he will direct thy paths. 

Be not wise in thine own eyes ; 
Fear Jehovah, and depart from evil. 
It will he health to thy muscles, and marrow to thy bones. 

Honor Jehovah with thy riches, 
And with the firstfruits of all thine increase ; 
So .shall thy barns be filled with plenty, 
And thy presses shall burst out with grape juice. 

My son, despise not the chastening of Jehovah ; 
Neither be weary of his correction. 
F<t whom Jehovah loveth he correcteth; 
Even as a father the son in whom he delighteth. 

Happy is the man that iindeth Wisdom, 
A.nd the man that getteth understanding. 
For the trade of it is better than the trade of silver, 
And the gain thereof than fine gold. 
She is more precious than pearls ; 
And all thou canst desire is not to be compared to her. 
Length of days is in her right hand ; 
And in her lefl baud riches and honor. 
Her ways are ways of pleasantness, 
And all her paths are peace. 
She is a tree of life to them that lay hold of her ; 
And happy is every one that retaineth her. 

Jehovah by wisdom founded the earth ; * 
By understanding he established the heavens. 
By his knowledge the depths do burst forth, 
And the skies drop down the dew. 

My son, let not these things depart from thine eyes ; 
Keep safe counsel and discretion. 
So shall they be life to thy soul, and grace to thy neck. 
Then shall thou walk in thy way trustfully,

And thy foot shall not stumble. 
21 When thou lies* down, thou shalt not be afraid ; 

Yea, thou shalt lie down, and thy sleep shall be sweet. 

25 Be not afraid of sudden fear, . 

Nor of the desolation of the wicked, when it cometn. 

26 For Jehovah will be thy confidence, 

And he will keep thy foot from being caught 

27 Withhold not good from them to whom it is due, 
When it is in the power of thine hand to do it. 

28 Say not to thy neighbor, ' Go, and come again, 

' And to-morrow I will give ;' when thou hast it by thee. 

29 Devise not evil against thy neighbor, 
Seeing he dwelleth trustfully by thee. 

30 Strive not with a man without cause, 
If he have done thee no harm. 

31 Envy thou not the man of violence, 
And" choose none of his ways. 

32 For the fro ward man is hateful to Jehovah ; 
But His friendship is with the righteous. 

The curse of Jehovah is on the house of the wicked ; 

But he blesscth the habitation of the just. 
34 Surely he scorneth the scorners ; 

But he giveth grace unto the lowly. 
M The wise will inherit glory ; 

But disgrace raiseth up the fools. 
IV. Hear, ye children, the instruction of a father, 

And attend to know understanding. 

2 For I give you good doctrine, forsake ye not my law. 

3 For I was a son tender to my father, 

And only beloved in the sight of my mother. 

4 He taught me also, and said unto me, 
Let thine heart retain my words; 
Keep my commandments, and live. 

5 Get Wisdom, get understanding ; forget it not ; 
Neither decline from the words of my mouth. 

6 Forsake her not, and she will preserve thee ; 
Love her, and she will keep thee. 

7 Wisdom is the chief thing ; get wisdom ; 
And with all thy getting get understanding. 

8 Exalt her, and she will raise thee ; 
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She will bring thee to honor, if thou embracest her. 
She will give to fcbine head a wreath of grace ; 
A crown of beauty will she deliver to thee. 

Hear, 0 my son, and receive my sayings ; 
And the years of thy life will be many. 
I have taught thee in the way of wisdom ; 
I have guided thee in right roads. 
When thou goest, thy steps will not be hindered ; 
And when thou runnest, thou shalt not stumble. 
Take fast hold of instruction ; let her not go ; 
Keep her ; for she is thy life. 
Enter not into the path of the wicked, 
And be not led into the way of evil men. 
Avoid it, pass not along it, turn from it, and pass on. 
For they sleep not, unless they have done evil ; 
And their sleep is spoiled, unless they cause ruin. 
For they eat the bread of wickedness, 
And drink the wine of violence. 
But the path of the righteous is as the clear light, 
That shineth more and more unto the perfect day. 
The way of the wicked is as darkness ; 
They know not at what they stumble. 

My son, attend to my words ; 
Incline thine ear unto my sayings. 
Let them not depart from thine eyes ; 
Keep them in the midst of thiue heart. 
For they are life unto those that find them, 
And medicine to all their flesh. 

Keep thy heart with all diligence ; 
For out of it are the issues of life. 
Put away from thee, frowardness of mouth, 
And perverseness of lips put far from thee. 
Let thine eyes look right on, 
And let thine eyelids be set straight before thee. 
Consider well the path of thy feet, 
And let all thy ways be ordered aright. 
Turn not to the right hand nor to the left ; 
Remove thy foot from evil. 
V. My son, attend unto my wisdom, 
Row thine ear to my understanding ; 
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2 That thou mavest regard discretion, 
And that thy lips may keep knowledge. 

3 Though the lips of a strange woman drop honey, 
And her mouth is smoother than oil ; 

* Yet her end is bitter as wormwood, 

Sharp as a two-edged sword. 
5 Her feet go down to death ; her steps take hold on hell. 
« Lest thou shouldest consider well the path ot lite, 

Her wavs are moveable, thou canst not know them. 
7 Hear me now therefore, O ye sons, 

And depart not from the words of my mouth, 
s Remove thv way far from her, 

And come not nigh the door of her house ; 
9 Lest thou give thine honor unto others, 

And thy years unto the cruel ; 
i° Lest strangers be filled with thy wealth ; > 

And thy labours be in the house of a foreigner; 
11 And thou groan in grief at the last, 

When thy flesh and thy body are consumed, 
« And say, ' How I hated instruction, 

■ And mv heart despised reproof ; 

13 • 4jid I obeyed not the voice of my teachers 

< Nor inclined mine ear to them that instructed me I 

1 4 ' 1 was in almost all evil, 

i la the midst of the assembly and congregation, 
is Drink waters out of thine own cistern, 

And running waters out of thine own well. 
16 (Let thy fountains be dispersed abroad, 

And streams of waters in the broad places ) 
» Let them be thine only, and not strangers' with thee. 

1 8 Let thy fountain be blessed ; 

And rejoice with the wife of thy youth, 

1 9 As a loving hind or a pleasant roe. 

Let her breasts refresh thee at all times ; 
And be thou ravished always wit a her love. 

20 And whv my son, be ravished with a strange woman, 
And embrace the bosom of a foreigner ? 

21 For the ways of man are before the eyes of Jehovah, 
And he considereth well all his goings. 

22 His own iniquities will catch the wicked man ;

And he will be held with the cords of his sin. 
He will die without instruction ; 23 
And in the greatness of his folly he goeth astray. 
VI. My son, if thou hast given bond to thy neighbor, 
Or hast struck thy hand [in promise] with a stranger,' 
Thou art snared with the words of thy mouth. ' 2 
Thou art caught with the words of thy mouth. 
Do this now, my son, and deliver thyself, 3 
Because thou art come into the hand of thy neighbor ; 
Go, humble thyself, and prevail with thy neighbor. ' 
Give not sleep to thine eyes, nor slumber to thine eyelids, 4 
Deliver thyself as a roe from a man's hand, ' 5 

And as a bird from the hand of the fowler/ 

Go to the ant, thou sluggard ; 6 
Consider her ways, and be wise ; 

Who having no guide, overseer, or ruler, f 

Provideth her meat in the summer, 8 

And gathereth her food in the harvest. 

How long wilt thou lie in bed, 0 sluggard ? 9 

When wilt thou arise out of thy sleep°? 

Yet a little sleep, a little slumber, 10 

A little folding of the hands for lying down • 

And thy poverty will come as one that travelleth, 11 

And thy want as an armed man. 

A man of sin, an evil one, walketh with froward mouth. 12 
He winketh with his eyes, he speaketh with his feet, 13 
He teacheth with his fingers ; 

Fraud is in his heart, he deviseth mischief; 14 
He is at all times casting abroad discord. 
Therefore shall his calamity come suddenly ; 15 
Suddenly shall he be broken without remedy. 

These six things doth Jehovah hate ; i« 
Yea, seven are an abomination to his soul ; 
Haughty eyes, a lying tongue, 17 
And hands that shed innocent blood, 
A heart that deviseth wicked imaginations 18 
Feet that are swift in running to mischief/ 
A false witness that breatheth lies, 19 
And he that soweth discord among brethren. 

My son, keep thy father's command; 20 
8 
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And forsake not the law of thy mother ; 

21 Bind them continually upon thine heart, 
Tie them about thy neck. 

22 When thou goest about, it will lead thee ; 
When thou liest down, it will watch over thee ; 
And when thou awakest, it will be thy meditation. 

23 For a command is a lamp ; and a law is a light ; 
And reproofs of the teacher are the way of life ; 

24 To keep thee from the evil woman, 

From the flattery of the tongue of a foreign woman. 

25 Lust not after her beauty in thine heart ; 
Neither let her take thee with her eyelids. 

26 For by a harlot man is brought to a piece of bread ; 
And the adulteress hunteth for the precious soul. 

27 Can a man take tire in his bosom, 
And his clothes not be burned ? 

28 Can one walk on hot coals, and his feet not be scorched t 
2 » So is he that goeth in to his neighbor's wife ? 

Whosoever toucheth her will not be held guiltless. 
® Men do not despise a thief, 

If he steal to satisfy his soul when he is starving ; 
81 But if he be found out, he shall restore sevenfold ; 

He shall give all the wealth of his house. 

32 The adulterer lacketh understanding ; 
He that doeth it destroyeth his own soul. 

33 Wounds and dishonor shall he get ; 

And his reproach shall not be wiped away. 

54 For jealousy is the rage of a husband ; 

And he will not spare in the day of vengeance. 

55 He will not regard any ransom ; 

Nor be content, though thou givest many bribes. 
VII. My son, keep my words, and lay up my commands 
with thee. 

2 Keep my commands, and live ; 

And my law as the apple of thine eye. 

3 Bind them upon thy fingers, 

Write them upon the table of thine heart. 
< Say unto Wisdom, 1 Thou art my sister ; ' 

And call understanding thy kinswoman ; 
5 That they may keep thee from the strange woman, 
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From the foreigner who flattereth with her words. 

When at the window of my house 
I looked through my easement, 
And I beheld among the simple ones, 
I observed among the youths, 
A young man void of understanding, 
Passing through the street near the corner ; 
And he went the way to her house, 
In the twilight, in the evening of the day, 
In the very middle of the night or in the dark ; 
And, behold, there met him a woman 
With the attire of a harlot, and subtil of heart. 
(She is loud and bold ; her feet abide not at home ; 
Now is she without, now in the streets, 
And she lieth in wait near to every corner). 
So she caught him, and kissed him, 
She hardened her face and said unto him, 
1 I have sacrifices of peace offerings with me ; 

I This day have I paid my vows ; 

' Therefore came I forth to meet thee, 
' Diligently to seek thy face ; and I have found thee. 
' J have decked my bed with coverings of tapestry, 
* With embroidered fine linen of Egypt. 

I I have sprinkled my bed with myrrh, aloes, and cinnamon. 
'Come, let us take our fill of love till the morning; 

' Let us delight ourselves with loves. 
' For my husband is not at home, he is gone a long journey; 
4 He hath taken a bag of money in his hand ; 
1 lie will come home at the day of the full moon.' 
With her many arts she led him aside ; 
With the flattering of her lips she forced him. 
Ho goeth after her at once, as an ox to the slaughter, 
lie cometh even as a fool in fetters to punishment ; 
Till a dart strike through his liver; 
As a bird hasteneth to the snare, 
And knoweth not that it is for his life. 

Hearken unto me now therefore, 0 my sons, 
And attend to the words of my mouth. 
Let not thine heart turn aside to her ways, 
Go not astray in her paths.

And wickedness is an abomination to my lips, 
s All the words of my mouth are in righteousness ; 

There is nothing crooked or perverse in them. 
9 They are all plain to him that understandetn, 

And right to them that find knowledge, 
w Receive my instruction, and not silver ; 

And knowledge is to be chosen rather than gold. 
» For wisdom is better than pearls ; 

And all that may be desired cannot be compared to it. 
ia I Wisdom dwell with prudence, 

And I find out the knowledge of counsels. 

13 The fear of Jehovah is to hate evil \ 
Pride, and arrogance, and the evil way, 
And the froward mouth, do I hate. 

14 Advice is mine, and safe counsels ; 

I am understanding ; I have strength. ; 
is Bv me kings reign, and princes decree justice 

16 By me rulers rule, and nobles, all the judges of the earth. 

17 I love them that love me; ; £\ 
And those that seek me early shall nnci me. 

w Wealth and honor are with me ; 

Yea, durable riches and righteousness. _ crT|n| 
w My fruit is better than gold, ftWflW i«W«*l«LLECTIOI 
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And my revenue is to be chosen rather than silver. 
I walk in the way of righteousness, 
In the midst of the paths of judgment ; 
To cause those that love me to inheriUvealth ; 
And I will fill their storehouses. 
Jehovah possessed me in the beginning of his way 
v Before his works, from of old. 
I was formed from everlasting, 
From the beginning, before the earth was. 
When there were no depths, I was brought forth; 
When there were no fountains abounding with water. 
Before the mountains were settled, 
Before the hills was I brought forth ; 
While yet he had not made the earth, nor the plains 
Nor the highest part of the dust of the world. 
When he prepared the heavens, I was there ; 
When he fixed the circle upon the face of the deep • 
When he established the skies above ; 
When he stopped up the fountains of the deep ; 
When he gave to the sea his decree, 
That the waters should not pass its shore ; 
When he appointed the foundations of the earth ; 
Then I was by him as his workman ; 
And I was a daily delight, sporting ever before him • 
Sporting in the habitable part of his earth ; 
And my delights were with the sons of Adam. 

Now therefore hearken unto me, 0 ye children ;

n For by me thy days shall be multiplied,

And if thou scomest, thou alone wilt bear it. 
i» A foolish woman is clamorous ; 

She is simple, and knoweth nothing whatever. 
« For she aitteth at the doorway of her house,

Wise men lay up knowledge ; 
But the mouth of the foolish is near unto ruin. 

The rich man's wealth is his strong city ; 
Their poverty is the ruin of the poor. 

The labour of the righteous tendeth to life ; 
The fruit of the wicked unto sin. 

He that keepeth instruction is in the way of life ; 
But he that refuseth reproof will go wrong. 

He that hideth hatred hath lying lips, 
And he that uttereth a slander is a fool. 

In the multitude of words there wanteth not sin; 
But he that refraineth his lips is wise. 

The tongue of the just is as choice silver ; 
The sense of the wicked is little worth. 

The lips of the righteous feed many ; 
But fools die for want of sense. 

The blessing of Jehovah, it maketh rich, 
And he addeth no sorrow with it. 

It is as sport to a fool to make mischief; 
But a man of understanding hath wisdom.

29 The way of Jehovah is strength to the honest ; 
But a terror to the workers of iniquity. 

30 The righteous will never be removed ; 
But the wicked shall not inhabit the land. 

31 The mouth of the just bringeth forth wisdom ; 
But the froward tongue shall be cut out. 

32 The lips of the righteous know what is acceptable ; 
But the mouth of the wicked speaketh frowardness. 

XI. A false balance is hateful to Jehovah ; 
But a just weight is his delight. 

2 When boasting cometh, then cometh shame ; 
But with the lowly is wisdom. 

3 The honesty of the upright will guide them ; 
But the perverseness of deceivers destroyeth them. 

4 Riches will not profit in the day of wrath ; 
But righteousness will deliver from death. 

5 The righteousness of the honest directeth his way; 
But the wicked will fall by his own wickedness. 

6 The righteousness of the upright will deliver them ; 
But deceivers will be taken in their own desires. 

7 When a wicked man dieth, his hope perisheth ; 
And the expectation of unjust men perisheth. 

8 The righteous is delivered out of trouble, 
And the wicked cometh into it in his stead.

Many seek the presence of the ruler; 
But judgment for a man cometh from Jehovah. 

An unjust man is hateful to the righteous; 27 
And the upright in the way is hateful to the wicked. 



XXX. The words of Agur the son of Jakeh, even the 
prophecy, which the man spake unto Ithiel, even 
unto Ithiel, and Ucal. 
Surely I ami more brutish than a man, and have not 2 
the understanding of men. I have neither learned 8 
wisdom, nor have I the knowledge of holy things. 

Who hath gone up to heaven, and come down 4 
again ? who hath gathered the wind in his fists ? who 
hath wrapt up the waters in a garment ? who hath es- 
tablished all the ends of the earth? what is his name, 
and what his son's name, if thou knowest? 

Every word of God is pure ; he is a shield to them 5 
that trust in him. Add thou not unto his words, lest 6 
he reprove thee, and thou be found a liar. 

Two things do I ask of thee ; deny me not before I 7 
die ; remove far from mo vanity and lies ; give me 8 
neither poverty nor riches ; feed me with food con- 
venient for me; lest I be full, and deny thee, and say, fl 
'Who is Jehovah?' or lest I be poor, and steal, and 
profane the name of my God. 

Slander not a servant unto his master, lest he corse 10 
thee, and thou be found guilty. 
There is a generation that curseth its father, and 11 
doth not bless its mother; a generation that is pure 12 
in its own eyes, and yet is not washed from its filth- 13 
iness; a generation, 0 how lofty are its eyes! and its 
eyelids are lifted up; a generation, whose teeth are 
swords, and its cheek-teeth are knives, to devour the 14 
poor from off the earth, and the needy from amoug 
men. 

The horseleach hath two daughters, [crying,] 'Give, 15 
give.' There are three thmgs that are never satis-led, 
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yea, four say not 'It is enough;' the grave; and the 
barren womb; the earth that is not filled with water; 
and the fire also saith not, 'It is enough.' 

The eye that raocketh at its father, and despiseth to 
obey its mother, the ravens of the valley shall pick it 
out, and the young eagles shall eat it. 

There are three things too wonderful for me, yea, 
four which I understand not; the way of an eagle in 
the air; the way of a serpent upon a rock; the way 
of a ship in the midst of the sea ; and the way of a 
man with a maiden. 

Such is the way of an adulterous woman ; she eat- 
eth, and wipeth her mouth, and saith, 'I have done no 
wickedness.' 

For three things the earth is disquieted, and for four 
which it can not bear; for a servant when he reigneth; 
and a fool when he is filled with meat; for a hateful 
woman when she is married ; and a handmaid that 
dispossessed her mistress. 

There are four things which are little upon the 
earth, but they are wiser than the wise men. The 
ants are a people not strong, yet they prepare their 
food in the summer; the conies are a people not 
powerful, yet make they their houses in the rocks; 
the locusts have no king, yet go they forth all of them 
by bands ; the lizard taketh hold with its hands, and 
is in kings' palaces. 

There are three things which do well in walking, 
yea, four are comely in going; a lion which is strong- 
est among beasts, and turneth not away from any ; 
a war-horse and perhaps a he-goat ; and a king against 
whom there is no rising up. 

If thou hast foolishly lifted up thyself, or if thou 
hast thought evil, lay thy hand on thy mouth. Surely 
the pressing of milk bringing forth curds, and the 
pressing of the nose bringeth forth bl©od ; so the press- 
ing of wrath bringeth forth strife.

THE FIRST EPISTLE. 

1 Paul, an Apostle of Jesus Christ, by command of God 
our Saviour and Jesus Christ our hope, 2 to Timotheus my 

TRUE SON IN FAITH. 

Grace, Mercy, and Peace, from God our Father and 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

* As I desired thee to remain in Ephesus, when I was 
setting out for Macedonia, that thou mightest command 
certain persons not to teach falsely, 4 nor to pursue fables 
and endless genealogies, which furnish ground for disputa- 
tion, rather than for the exercising of the stewardship of 
God in faith. 

6 Now the end of the commandment is love, proceeding 
from a pure heart, and good conscience, and undissembled 
faith. 6 Which some have missed, and have turned aside to 
vain babbling, 7 desiring to be teachers of the Law, under- 
standing neither what they say nor whereof they affirm. 
8 But we know that the Law is good, if a man use it lawful- 
ly ; 9 knowing this, that the Law is not enacted for a right- 
eous man, but for the lawless and disobedient, for the im- 
pious and sinful, for the unholy and profane, for parricides 
and murderers, 10 for fornicators, sodomites, slave-dealers, 
liars, perjurers, and whatsoever else is contrary to sound 
doctrine. 11 Such is the glorious Glad-tidings of the blessed 
God, which was committed to my trust. 12 And I thank 
Him who has strengthened my heart, Christ Jesus our Lord, 
that He accounted me faithful, and appointed me to minister 
unto His service, "who was before a blasphemer and 
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persecutor., and doer of outrage ; but I received mercy, be- 
cause I acted ignorantly, in unbelief. 14 And the grace of our 
Lord abounded beyond measure, with faith and love which 
is in Christ Jesus/ 13 Faithful is the saying and worthy of 
all acceptation, 4 < Christ Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners; 11 of whom I am first. 16 But for this cause I re 
ceived mercy, that in me first Jesus Christ might show 
forth all His long suffering, for a pattern of those who 
should hereafter believe on Him unto life everlasting. 
17 Now to the king eternal, immortal, invisible, the only God, 
be honour and glory unto the ages of ages. Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, son Timotheus, accord- 
ing to the former prophecies concerning thee ; that in the 
strength thereof thou mayest fight the good fight, 19 holding 
faith and a good conscience, which some have cast away, and 
made shipwreck concerning the faith. 20 Among whom are 
Hymena3us and Alexander, whom I delivered over unto 
Satan that they might be taught by punishment not to 
blaspheme. 

II. l l exhort, therefore, that first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and thanksgivings be made for all 
men ; 2 for kings and all that are in authority, that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness and gravity. 
3 For this is good and acceptable in the sight of God our 
Saviour, 4 who wills that all men should be saved, and 
should come to the knowledge of the truth. 5 For [over all] 
there is but one God, and one mediator between God and 
men, the man Jesus Christ, 6 who gave Himself a ransom 
for all men, to be testified in due time. 7 And of this testi- 
mony I was appointed herald and apostle (I speak the truth 
in Christ, I lie not), a teacher of the Gentiles, in faith and 
truth. 8 1 desire, then, that in every place the men should 
offer up prayers, lifting up their hands in holiness, putting 
away anger and disputation. 9 Likewise also, that the wo- 
men should come in seemly apparel, adorned with modes- 
ty and self-restraint ; not in braided hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or costly garments, 10 but (as befits women professing godli- 
ness) with the ornament of good works. 11 Let women 
learn in silence, with entire submission. 12 But I permit not 
2 
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a woman to teach, nor to claim authority over the man, but 
to keep silence. 13 (For Adam was first formed, then Eve. 
14 And Adam was not deceived ; but the woman was deceiv- 
ed, and became a transgressor.) 15 But women will be 
saved by the bearing of children ; if they continue in faith 
and love and holiness, with self-restraint. 

III. faithful is the saying, 11 If a man seeks the office 
of a Bishop, he desires a good work." 2 A Bishop, then, 
must be free from reproach, the husband of one wife, sober, 
self-restrained, orderly, hospitable, skilled in teaching; 3 not 
given to wine or brawls, but gentle, peaceable, and liberal ; 
4 ruling his own household well, keeping his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity — 5 (but if a man knows not how to 
rule his own household, how can he take charge of the 
Church of God ?) — 6 not a novice, lest he be blinded with 
pride and fall into the condemnation of the Devil. 7 More- 
over, he ought to have a good reputation among those who 
are without the Church ; lest he fall into reproach, and into 
a snare of the Devil. 

8 Likewise, the Deacons must be men of gravity, not 
double-tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of gain, 
•holding the mystery of the faith in a pure conscience. 
19 And let these also be first tried, and after trial be made 
Deacons, if they are found irreproachable. 11 Their wives, 
likewise, must be women of gravity, not slanderous, sober 
and faithful in all things. 12 Let the Deacons be husbands 
of one wife, fitly ruling their children and their own house- 
holds. 13 For those who have well performed the office of a 
Deacon, gain for themselves a good position, and great bold- 
ness in the faith of Christ Jesus. 

14 These things I write to thee, although I hope to come 
to thee shortly ; 15 but in order that (if I should be delayed) 
thou mayest know how to conduct thyself in the house of 
God (for such is the Church of the living God) as a pillar 
and main-stay of the truth. 16 And, without contradiction, 
great is the mystery of godliness — " God was manifested in 
the flesh, justified in the Spirit ; beheld by angels, preach- 
td among the Gentiles ; believed on in the world, received 
up in glory . " 

SO* 
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IY. 1 Now the Spirit declares expressly, that in after times 
some will depart from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and teachings of daemons, 2 speaking lies in hypoc- 
risy, having their conscience seared \ 3 hindering marriage, 
enjoining abstinence from meats, which God created to be 
received with thanksgiving by those who believe and have 
knowledge of the truth. 4 For all things created by God 
are good, and nothing is to be rejected, if it be received 
with thanksgiving. 6 For it is sanctified by the Word of 
God and prayer. 

6 In thus instructing the brethren, thou wilt be a good 
servant of Jesus Christ, nourishing thyself with the words 
of the faith and good doctrine which thou hast followed. 
7 Reject the fables of profane and doting teachers, but train 
thyself for the contests of godliness. 8 For the training of 
the body is profitable for a little ; but godliness is profitable 
for all things, having promise of the present life, and of the 
life to come. 9 Faithful is the saying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation, — 19 "For to this end we endure labor and re- 
proach, because we have set our hope on the living God, 
who is the Saviour of all mankind, specially of the faithful." 

11 These things enjoin and teach; 12 let no man despise 
thy youth, but make thyself a pattern of the faithful, in 
word, in life, in love, in faith, in purity. 13 Until I come, 
apply thyself to public reading, exhortation, and teaching. 
14 Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which was given thee 
by prophecy with the laying on of the hands of the Pres- 
bytery. 15 Let these things be thy care ; give thyself wholly 
to them ; that thy improvement may be manifest to all men. 
16 Give heed to thyself and to thy teaching ; continue stead- 
fast therein. For in so doing, thou shalt save both thyself 
and thy hearers. 

Y. 1 Rebuke not an aged man, but exhort him as thou 
wouldest a father ; treat young men as brothers ; 2 the aged 
women as mothers ; the young as sisters, in all purity. 

3 Pay due regard to the widows who are friendless in 
their widowhood. 4 But if any widow has children or 
grand-children, let them learn to shew their godliness first 
towards their own household, and to requite their parents r 
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for this is acceptable in the sight of God. 5 The widow 
who is friendless and desolate in her widowhood, sets her 
hope on God, and continues in supplications and prayers 
night and day; «but she who lives in wantonness is dead 
while she lives; 7 and hereof do thou admonish them, that 
they may be irreproachable. 8 But if any man provide not 
for his own, and especially for his kindred, he has denied 
the faith, and is worse than an unbeliever. 

9 A widow, to be placed on the list, must be not less than 
sixty years of age, having been the wife of one husband ; 
10 she must be well reported of for her good deeds, as one 
who has brought up children, received strangers with hos- 
pitality, washed the feet of Christ's people, relieved the dis- 
tressed, and diligently followed every good work. "But 
younger widows reject ; for when they have become wanton 
against Christ, they desire to marry*; 12 and thereby incur 
condemnation, because they have broken their former prom- 
ise. 13 Moreover, they learn to be idle, wandering about 
from house to house ; and not only idle, but tattlers also and 
busy-bodies, speaking things which ought not to be spoken. 
14 1 wish therefore that younger widows should marry, bear 
children, rule their households, and give no occasion to the 
adversary for reproach. 15 For already some of them have 
gone astray after Satan. 

16 If there are widows dependent on any believer (whether 
man or woman), let those on whom they depend relieve 
them, and let not the Church be burdened with them ; that 
it may relieve the widows who are destitute. 

17 Let the Presbyters who perform their office well be 
counted worthy of a twofold honor, especially those who 
labor in speaking and teaching. 18 For the Scripture saith, 
" Thou shall not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the corn; 11 
and <l the laborer is worthy of his hire." 

19 Agninst a Presbyter receive no accusation except on 
the testimony of two or three witnesses. 20 Rebuke the 
offenders in the presence of all, that others also may fear. 
21 J adjure thee, before God and Christ Jesus and the chosen 
angels, that thou observe these things without prejudice 
against any man, and do nothing out of partiality. 
""Lay hands hastily on no man, nor make thyself a 
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partaker in the sins committed by another. Keep thyself 
pure. 

23 Drink no longer water only, but use a little wine, for 
the sake of the stomach, and thy frequent maladies. 

24 [In thy decisions remember that] the sins of some men 
are manifest before-hand, and lead the way to their condem- 
nation ; but the sins of others are not seen till afterwards. 
Likewise, also, the good deeds of some men are conspicu- 
ous ; and those which they conceal can not be kept hidden. 

YI J Let those who are under the yoke as bondsmen, 
esteem their masters worthy of all honor, lest reproach be 
brought upon the name of God and His doctrine. 2 And let 
those whose masters are believers, not despise them, because 
they are brethren, but serve them with the more subjection, 
because they who claim the benefit are believing and beloved. 
Thus teach thou, and exhort. 

3 If any man teach falsely, and consent not to the sound 
words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and to the godly doctrine, 
4 he is blinded with pride, and understands nothing, but is 
filled with a sickly appetite for disputations and contentions 
about words, whence arise envy, strife, reproaches, evil sus- 
picions, 5 violent collisions of men whose mind is corrupted, 
and who are destitute of the truth ; who think that godli- 
ness is a gainful trade. 6 But godliness with contentment 
is truly gainful ; 7 for we brought nothing into the world, 
and it is certain we can carry nothing out ; 8 but having 
food and shelter, let us be therewith content. 9 They who 
seek for riches fall into temptations and snares, and many 
foolish and hurtful desires, which drown men in ruin and 
destruction. 10 For the love of money is a root of all evils ; 
and some, through coveting it, have been led aslray from 
the faith, and pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 

11 But thou, 0 man of God, flee these things ; and follow 
after righteousness, godliness, faith, love, steadfastness, 
meekness. 12 Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eter- 
nal life, to which thou w T ast called, and didst confess the good 
confession before many witnesses. 13 1 charge thee in the 
presence of God who gives life to all things, and Christ Jesus 
who bore testimony under Pontius Pilate to the good

confession, 14 that thou keep that which thou art commanded, 
spotlessly and irreproachably, until the appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ ; 15 which shall in due time be made manifest 
by the blessed and only Potentate, the King of kings, and 
Lord of lords ; 16 who only hath immortality, dwelling in 
light unapproachable ; whom no man hath seen, nor can see; 
to whom be honor and power everlasting. Amen. 

17 Charge those who are rich in this present world, not to 
be hi'j^h-minded, nor to trust in uncertain riches, but in God, 
who provides all things richly for our use. 18 Charge them 
to practice benevolence, to be rich in good works, to be 
bountiful and generous, 19 and thus to store up for them- 
selves a good foundation for the time to come, that they 
may lay hold on eternal life. 

^ 0 Timotheus, guard the treasure which is committed to 
thy trust, and avoid the profane babblings and antitheses of 
the falsely-named "Knowledge;" 21 which some professing, 
have erred concerning the faith. 

Grace be with thee. 
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(. 1 Paul, an Apostle op Jesus Christ by the will op 
God— sent forth to proclaim the promise of the life which is 
in Christ Jesus— 2 to Timotheus my beloved Son. 

Grace, Mercy, and Peace from God our Father, a»d 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

3 1 thank God (whom I worship, as did my forefathers, 
with a pure conscience) whenever I make mention of thee, 
as I do continually, in my prayers night and day. 4 And I 
long to see thee, remembering thy [parting] tears, that I 
might be filled with joy. 5 For I have been reminded of thy 
umlissembled faith, which dwelt first in thy grandmother 
Lois and thy mother Eunice, and (I am persuaded) dwells 
in thee also. 6 Wherefore I call thee to remembrance, that 
thou mayest stir up the gift of God, which is in thee by the 
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laying on of my hands. 7 For God gave us not the spirit 
of cowardice, but a spirit of power and love and self-restraint. 

8 Be not therefore ashamed of the testimony of our Lord, 
nor of me his prisoner : but share the affliction of them who 
publish the Glad-tidings, according to the power of God. 

9 For He saved us, and called us with a holy calling, not 
Wealing with us according to our own works, but according 
to His own purpose and grace, which was bestowed upon 
m in Christ Jesus before the times of old, 10 but is now 
made manifest by the appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who has put an end to death, and brought life and immor- 
tality from darkness into light ; and this He has done by the 
Glad-tidings, n whereunto I was appointed herald and apos- 
tle, and teacher of the Gentiles. 12 Which also is the cause 
of these sufferings that I now endure ; nevertheless I am 
not ashamed; for I know in whom I have trusted, and I 
am pursuaded that He is able to guard the treasure which I 
have committed to Him, even unto that day. 

13 Hold fast the pattern of sound words which thou hast 
heard from me, in the faith and love which is in Christ 
Jesus. "That goodly treasure which is committed to thy 
charge, guard by the Holy Spirit who dwelleth in us. 

15 Thou already knowest that I was abandoned by all the 
Asiatics, among whom are Pbygellus and Hermogenes. 
18 The Lord give mercy to the house of Onesiphorus ; for 
he often refreshed me, and was not ashamed of my chain ; 
17 but when he was in Rome, sought me out very diligently 
and found me. 18 The Lord grant unto him that he may 
tind mercy from the Lord in that day. And all his services 
at Ephesus, thou knowest better than I. 

II. ir rhou, therefore, my son, strengthen thy heart with 
the grace that is in Christ Jesus. 2 And those things which 
thou hast heard from me attested by many witnesses, deliver 
into the keeping of faithful men, who shall be able to teach 
others in their turn. 

3 Take thy share in suffering, as a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ. 4 The soldier when on service abstains from entang- 
ling himself in the business of life, that he may please his 
commander. 5 And again, the wrestler does not win the 
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crown, unless he wrestles lawfully. 6 The husbandman who 
toils must share the fruits of the ground before the idler. 
7 Consider what I say; for the Lord will give thee under- 
standing in all things. 8 Remember that Jesus Christ, of 
the seed of David, is raised from the dead, according to the 
Glad-tidings which I proclaim. 9 Wherein I suffer affliction 
even unto chains, as a malefactor ; nevertheless the Word 
of God is 'bound by no chains. 10 Wherefore I endure all 
for the sake of the chosen, that they also may obtain the 
salvation which is in Christ Jesus, with glory everlasting. 
"Faithful is the saying, " For if we have died with Him, 
we shall also live with Him; 12 if we suffer, we shall also 
reign with Him; if we deny Him, He will also deny us; 
*if we be faithless, yet He abideth faithful; He can not 
dnni Himself" 

14 Call men to remembrance of these things, and adjure them 
before the Lord not to contend about Words, with no profi- 
table end but for the subversion of the hearers. 15 Be dili- 
gent to present thvself unto God as one proved trustworthy 
by trial a workman not to be ashamed, declaring the word 
of truth without -distortion. 16 But avoid the discussions ot 
of profane babblers; for they will go farther and farther 
in ungodlinesss, & and their word will eat like a cancer. 
Among whom are Hvmenams and Philetus; 18 who con- 
cerning the truth have'erred, for they say that the resurrec- 
tion is past already, and overthrow the faith of some. 

19 Nevertheless the firm foundation of God stands un- 
shaken, having this seal, "The Lord knew them that were 
His " and " Let every one thai nameth the name of the Lord 
depart from iniquity: 1 20 But in a great house there are not 
only vessels of gold and silver, but also of wood and clay ; 
and some for honour, others for dishonour. 21 If a man 
therefore purifv himself from these, he shall be a vessel for 
honour, sanctified and fitted for the Master's use, being pre- 
pared for every good work. 

22 Flee the lusts of youth ; and follow righteousness, faith, 
love, and peace with those who call on the Lord out of a 
pure heart; ^but shun the disputations of the foolish and 
ignorant, knowing that they breed strife ; 24 and the bonds- 
men of the Lord Jesus ought not to strive, but to be gentle 
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towards all, skilful in teaching patient of wrong, ^instructing 
opponents with meekness ; if God perchance may give Them 
repentance, that they may attain the knowledge of the truth, 
26 and may escape, restored to soberness, out of the snare of 
the Devil, by whom they have been taken captive at his will. 

III. 1 Know this, that in the last days evil times shall 
come. 2 For men shall be selfish, covetous, false boasters, 
hau£ hty, blasphemous, disobedient to parents, ungrateful, 
unholy" 3 without natural affection, ruthless, calumnious, iu 
continent, merciless, haters of the good, 4 treacherous, head- 
long with passion, blinded with pride, lovers of pleasure 
rather than lovers of God; 5 having an outward form of 
godliness, but renouncing its power. From such turn away. 
6 Of these are they who creep into houses, and lead captive 
silly women, laden with sin, led away by lusts of all kinds, 
7 perpetually learning, yet never able to attain the knowl- 
edge of the truth. 8 And as Iannes and Iambres resisted 
Moses, so do these men resist the truth, being corrupt in 
mind, and worthless in all that concerns the faith. 9 But 
they shall not advance farther, for their folly shall be made 
openly manifest to all, as was that of Iannes and Iambres. 

10 But thou hast been the follower of my teaching and 
behaviour, my resolution, faith, patience, love, and stedfast- 
ness; 11 my persecutions and sufferings, such as befel me at 
Antioch Iconium, and Lystra. [Thou hast seen] what 
persecutions I endured ; and out of them all the Lord de- 
livered me. 12 Yea, and all who determine to live a godly 
.ife in Christ Jesus, will suffer persecution. 13 But wicked 
men and impostors will advance from bad to worse, deceiv- 
ing and being deceived. 14 But do thou continue in that 
which was taught thee, and whereof thou wast persuaded ; 
knowing who were thy teachers, 15 and remembering that 
from a child thou hast known the Holy Scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation, by the faith 
which is in Christ Jesus. 16 All Scripture is inspired by 
God, and may profitably be used for teaching, for confuta- 
tion,' for correction, and for righteous discipline ; 17 that the 
man of God may be fully prepared, and thoroughly fur- 
nished for every good work. 

10 
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IV. *I adjure thee before God and Jesus Christ, who is 
abivu to judge the living and the dead — I adjure thee by 
His appearing and His kingdom — 2 proclaim the tidings, 
be urgent in season and out of season, convince, rebuke, 
exhort, with all forbearance and perseverance in teaching. 
8 For a time will come when they will not endure the sound 
doctrine, but according to their own inclinations they will 
heap up for themselves teachers upon teachers, to please 
their itching ears. 4 And they will turn away their ears 
from the truth, and turn aside to fables. 

5 But thou in all things be sober, endure affliction, do the 
work of an Evangelist, accomplish thy ministration in full 
measure. 6 For I am now ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. 7 1 have fought the good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept the faith. 8 Hence- 
forth is laid up for me the crown of righteousness, w'lich 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me in that day; 
and not to me only, but to all who love His appearing. 

9 Do thy utmost to come to me speedily; 10 for Demas 
has forsaken mo, for love of this present world, and has de- 
parted to Thessalouica ; Crescens has gone to Galatia, Titus 
to Dalmatia; 11 Luke alone is with me. Take Mark and 
oring him with thee, for his services are profitable to me ; 
12 But Tvchicus 1 have sent to Ephesus. 13 When thou 
comest, bring with thee the case which I left at Troas with 
Carpus, and the books, but especially the parchments. 
14 Alexander the brass-founder charged me with much « vil 
in his declaration; the Lord reward him according to his 
works. 15 Be thou also on thy guard against him, for he has 
been a great opponent of my arguments. 16 When I was 
first heard in my defence no man stood by me. but all for- 
sook me ; (I prav that it be not laid to their charge.) 17 Nev- 
ertheless the Lord Jesus stood by me, and strengthened my 
heart, that by me the proclamation of the Glad-tidings 
might be accomplished in full measure, and that all the 
Gentiles might Hear ; and I was delivered out of the lion's 
mouth. 18 And the Lord shall deliver me from every evil, 
and shall preserve me unto His heavenly kingdom. To 
Him be glorv unto the ages of ages. Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca and Aquila, and the household of Ouesi- 
phorus. 11 
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20 Erastus remained at Corinth ; but Trophimus T left sicfc 
at Miletus. 

21 Do thy utmost to come before winter. 

There salute thee, Eubulus, and Pudens, and Linus, and 
Claudia, and all the brethren. 

22 The Lord Jesus Christ be with thy spirit. Grace be 
with you all

PAUL'S EPISTLE TO TITUS. 

A REVISED TRANSLATION 
BY REV. W. J. CONYBEARE. M. A. 

LATE FELLOW OF TRINITY COLLEGE, CAMBRIDGE, ENGLAND. 

Paul, a bondsman of God, and an Apostle of Jesus 
Christ — sent forth to bring God's chosen to faith, and to 
the knowledge of the truth which is according to godliness, 
2 with hope of eternal life, which God, who can not lie, prem- 
ised before the times of old; 3 (but lie made known His 
word in due season, in the message committed to my trust 
by the command of God our Saviour), — 4 to Titus, my true 
son in our common faith. Grace and Peace from God our 
Fathrr, and the Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

6 This was the [very] cause why 1 left thee in Crete, that 
thou mightcst farther correct what is deficient, and appoint 
Presbyters in every city, as I gave thee commission. 6 No 
man must be appointed a Presbyter but he who is without 
reproach, the husband of one wife, having believing children, 
who are not accused of riotous living, nor disobedient; 7 1'or 
a Bishop must be free from reproach, as being a steward of 
Sod ; not self-willed, not easily provoked, not a lover of 
wine, not given to brawls, not greedy of gain ; 8 but hospi- 
table to strangers, a lover of good men, self-restrained, just, 
holy, continent ; 9 holding fast the words which are faithful to 
our teaching, that be may be able both to exhort others in 
the sound doctrine, and to rebuke the gain-sayers. 

10 For there are many d'sobedient bablcrs and deceivers, 
specially they of the circumcision, 11 whose mouths need bit 
and bridle; for they subvert wh le houses, by teaching evil, 
for the love of shameful gain. 12 It was said by one of them- 
selves, a prophet of their own, — 

"Always liars and beasts arc the Cretans, and inwardly sluggish." 
13 This testimony is true. Wherefore rebuke them sharply, 
that they may be sound in faith, 14 and may no more give 
heed to Jewish fables, and precepts of men who turn away

from the truth. 15 To the pure all things are pure; but to 
the polluted and unbelieving nothing is pure, but both their 
understanding and their conscience is polluted. 16 They pro- 
fess to know God, but by their works they deny Him, being 
abominable and disobedient, and worthless for any good 
work. 

It 1 But do thou speak conformably to the sound doctrine. 
2 Extiort the aged men to be sober, grave, self-restrained, 
sound in faith, in love, in steadfastness 3 Exhort the aged 
women, likewise, to let their deportment testify of holiness, 
tu keep themselves from slander and from drunkenness, and 
to give good instruction ; 4 that they may teach discretion to 
the younger women, leading them to be loving wives and 
loving mothers, 5 self-restrained, chaste, keepers at home, 
amiable and obedient to their husbands, lest reproach be 
brought upon the Word of God. 6 In like manner, do thou 
exhort the young men lo self-restraint. 7 And show thyself 
in all things a pattern of good works; manifesting in thy 
teaching uncorruptness, gravity, 8 soundness of doctrine not 
to be condemned, that our adversaries may be shamed, hav- 
ing no evil to say against U3. 9 Exhort bondsmen to obey 
their masters, and to strive to please them in all things, with- 
out gainsaying; 10 not purloining, but showing all good 
fidelity, that they may adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour 
in all things. 11 For the grace of God has been made mani- 
fest, bringing salvation to all mankind ; 12 teaching us to deny 
ungodliness and earthly lusts, and to live temperately, 
justly, and godly in this present world ; 13 looking for that 
blessed hope, the appearing of the glory of the great God, 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ; 14 who gave Himself for us, 
that He might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify us 
unlo Himself, as " a peculiar 'people,' 11 zealous of good works. 
15 These things speak, and exhort and rebuke with all au« 
thority. Let no man despise thee. 

III. Remind them to render submission to magistrates and 
authorities, to obey the Government, to perform every good 
work readily, 2 to speak evil of no man, to avoid strife, to 
act with forbearance, and to shew all meekness to all men. 
3 For we ourselves also were formerly without understanding,

disobedient and led astray, enslaved to all kinds of lusts 
and pleasures, living in malice and in envy, hateful and 
hating one another. 4 But when God our Saviour made 
manifest His kindness and love of men, 5 He saved us, not 
through works of righteousness which we had done, but ac- 
cording to his owm mercy, by the laver of regeneration, and 
pe renewing of the Holy Spirit, 6 which He richly poured 
forth upon us, by Jesus Christ our Saviour; 7 that, being jus- 
tified by His grace, we might become heirs, through hope, 
of life eternal. 8 Faithful is the saying, and these things I 
desire thee to affirm, " Let them that hace believed in God 
be careful to practice good works." These things are good 
and profitable to men : 9 but avoid foolish disputations, and 
genealogies, and strifes and contentions concerning the Law, 
for they are profitless and vain. 10 A sectarian, aftei two 
admonitions, reject, 11 knowing that such a man is pervert- 
ed, and by his sins is seir-condemncd. 

12 When I send Artemas or Tychicus to thee, endeavour 
to come to me to Nicopolis ; for "there I have determined to 
winter. Forward Zenas the la wyer and A polios on their 
journey zealously, that they may want for nothing. 14 And 
let our people also learn to practice good works, ministering 
to the necessities of others, that they may not be unfruitful. 

15 All that are with me salute thee. Salute those who 
love us in faith.

God, who, in many portions and in many ways, spake 
in ancient times, unto the fathers * by the prophets, 2 Hath 
in these last days spoken unto us* by the Son whom he 
hath appointed heir of all things, by whom also he made 
the worlds; 3 Who being the radiance of his glory, and 
the f impress of his substance, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he had by himself made 
Atonement for our sins, sat down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high; * Being made so much superior to the 
angels, as he hath inherited a more excellent name than 
they. 

5 For unto which of the angels said he at any time, 
"Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee"? 
And again, " I will be to him a Father, and he shall be to 
me a Son"? 6 + And when he bringeth in again the first- 
begotten into the habitable earth, he saith, "And let all 
the angels of God worship him." 7 And of the angels 
he saith, " Who maketh his angels winds, and his minis- 
ters a flame of fire." 8 But unto the Son, " Thy throne 
0 God, is for ever and ever: a scepter of uprightness is 
the scepter of thy kingdom. 9 Thou hast loved right- 
eousness, and hated lawlessness; therefore God, thy God, 
hath anointed thee with the oil of gladness above thine 
associates." 10 And, "Thou, Lord, in the beginning didst

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lay the foundation of the earth ; and the heavens are the 
works of thine hands: 11 They shall perish; but thou re- 
raainest; and they all shall wax old as a garment; 12 And 
as a vesture shalt thou fold them up, and they shall be 
changed : but thou art the same, and thy years shall not 

fail." . uCi ., 

13 But to which of the angels said he at any time, "bit 
on my right hand, until I make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool"? "Are they not all ministering spirits, sent forth 
to render service on account of them who are about to 
inherit salvation ? 

CHAPTER ft 

Therefore we ought to give the more earnest heed to 
the things which we have heard, lest at. any time we 
should glide aside. 2 For if the word spoken by angels 
was stcdfast, and every transgression and disobedience 
received a righteous recompense ; 3 How shall we escape, 
it we neglect so great a salvation ; which at the first be- 
gan to be spoken by the Lord, and was confirmed unto 
us by them that heard him; 4 God also bearing witness 
alono* with them, both with signs and wonders and divers 
miracles, and distributions of the Holy Ghost, according 
to his own will? . 

5 For not unto angels hath he put in subjection the iu- 
ture habitable earth, whereof we speak. 6 But one in a 
certain place testified, saying, " What is man, that thou 
art mindful of him? or the son of man, that thou visitest 
him? 7 Thou madest him § a little lower than the angels; 
thou crowncdsthim with glory and honor: 8 Thou hast 
put all things in subjection under his feet." For in that 
he put all in subjection under him, he left nothing that is 
not put in subjection under him. But now we see not yet 
all things put in subjection under him. 9 1| But we behold 
crowned with glory and honor, on account of his having 
suffered death, Jesus who was made § a little lower than 
the angels, in order that he, by the grace of God, might

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taste of death for everyone. 10 For it became him, for 
whom are all things, and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many sons unto glory, to perfect the captain of 
their salvation through sufferings. 

11 For both he that sanctifieth and they who are sancti- 
fied are all of one: for which cause he is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, 12 Saying, " I will declare thy name 
unto my brethren, in the midst of the church will I sing 
praise unto thee." 13 And again, "I will put my trust in 
him." And again, "Behold I and the children which God 
hath given me." 14 Forasmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he also himself likewise took 
part of the same; that through death he might render 
powerless him that had the power of death, that is, the 
devil; 15 And deliver them who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to bondage. 16 For verily 
he doth not lay hold on angels, but he layeth hold on the 
seed of Abraham. 17 Wherefore in all things it behoved 
him to be made like unto the brethren, that he might be 
a merciful and faithful high priest in things pertaining to 
God, to make reconciliation for the sins of the people. 

18 For in that he himself hath suffered being tempted, 
he is able to succour them that are tempted. 

CHAPTER III. 

Wherefore, holy brethren, partakers of a heavenly call- 
ing, consider the Apostle and High Priest of our confess- 
ion, Jesus ; ■ Who is faithful to him that appointed him, 
as also Moses was faithful in all his house. 3 For he is 
counted worthy of more glory than Moses, inasmuch as 
he who hath builded the house hath more honour than the 
house. 4 For every house is builded by some one ; but he 
that built all things is God. 5 And Moses verily was 
faithful in all his house, as a confidential servant, for a 
testimony of those things which were to be spoken; 
6 But Christ as a son over his own house; whose house 
are we, if we hold the confidence and the rejoicing of 
the hope stedfast unto the end. 

7 Wherefore (as the Holy Ghost saith, « To-day if ye

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will hear his voice, 8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 
provocation, (luring the day of temptation in the wilder- 
ness: 9 When your fathers tempted me, proved me, and 
saw my works forty years. 10 Wherefore I was grieved 
with that generation, and said, They do always err in 
heart ; and they have not known my ways. 11 So I sware 
in my wrath, * They shall not enter into my rest.") 
18 Take heed, brethren, lest there be in any one of you 
an evil heart of unbeliet; in departing from the living 
God. 13 But exhort one another daily, while it is called 
To-day; lest any one of you be hardened through the 
deceitfulness of sin. 14 For we have been made t P ar " 
takers of Christ, if we hold our first confidence stedfast 
unto the end ; 

15 While it is said, « To-day if ye will hear his voice, 
harden not your hearts, as in the provocation." 16 Who 
then were they that, when they had heard, did provoke? 
Why, indeed, were they not all that came out of Egypt 
by Moses? 17 And with whom was he grieved forty 
years ? was it not with them that had sinned, whose car- 
casses fell in the wilderness? 18 And to whom sware he 
that they should not enter into his rest, but to them 
that were disobedient? 19 So we see that they could not 
enter in because of unbelief. 

CHAPTER IV. 
Let us therefore fear, lest, a promise being left of enter- 
ing into his rest, any one of you should seem to come 
short of it. 2 For unto us also glad tidings have been 
announced even as unto them : but the word which they 
heard did not profit them, not having been mixed with 
faith in them that heard it. 3 For we which have believ- 
ed X do enter into the rest ; as he said, 4k So I swear in my 
wrath, * they shall not enter into my rest:" § although 
the works were finished from the foundation of the world. 
4 For he spake in a certain place of the seventh day on 
this wise, " And God did rest the seventh day from all 
his works." 5 And in this place again, *"They shall not 
enter into my rest."

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that some must enter 
into it, aiid they to whom the glad tidings were formerly 
announced entered not in because of disobedience : 

( 7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, saying, J by David, 
f To-day," after so long a time ; as it is said, " t o-day if 
ye will hear his voice, harden not your hearts." 8 For if 
Joshua had given them rest, then would he not after- 
wards have spoken of another day). 'There remaineth 
therefore a sabbath-rest to the people of God. 10 For he 
that is entered into his rest, he also hath rested from his 
own works, as God did from his. 

11 Let us, therefore, earnestly endeavor to enter into 
that rest, lest any man fall after the same example of 
disobedience. 12 For the word of God is living, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two-edged sword, pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. 18 Neither is ihere any 
creature that is not manifest in his sight : but all things 
are naked and exposed before the eyes of him with 
whom we have to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great high priest, that is 
passed through the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us 
hold fast the confession. 16 For we have not an high priest 
who is unable to sympathize with our infirmities ; but 
one who has been in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. * Let us therefore come with confidence 
unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain § mercy, 
and find grace to help in time of need. 

CHAPTER V. 

For every high priest taken from among men is ap- 
pointed for men in things pertaining to God, that he 
may offer both gifts and sacrifices for sins : 2 Being able 
to deal gently with the ignorant and erring ; inasmuch as 
he himself also is compassed with infirmity. 8 And by 
reason hereof he ought, as for the people, so abw for him- 
self, to offer for sins. 4 And no one taketh this honor

unto himself, but one called of God, as Aaron. * So also 
Christ glorified not himself to be made an high priest; 
but he that said unto him, "Thou art my Son, to-day 
have I begotten thee." 6 As he saith also in another 
place, " Thou art a priest for ever according to the order 
of Melchisedec." 

I Who in the days of his flesh, when he had offered up 
prayers and supplications with strong crying and tears 
unto him that was able to save him* from death, and 
was delivered from his fear; 8 Though he was the Son, 
yet learned he obedience by the things which he Butter- 
ed; 9 And being perfected, he became the author ot 
eternal salvation unto alt them that obey him ; 10 1 De- 
clared by God an high priest after the order of Melcnise- 
dec. 

II Of whom we have many things to say, and difficult of 
explanation, seeing ye are dull of hearing. 12 For when, 
for the time, ye ought to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again what are the first principles ot the 
oracles of God; and are become such as have need ot 
milk, and not of solid food. 13 For every one that useth 
milk is unskillful in the word of righteousness: for he is 
a babe. 14 But the solid food belongeth to those that are 
perfect, even those who by reason of use have their senses 
exercised to discern both good and evil. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Therefore leaving the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ, let us go on unto perfection; not laying again the 
foundation of repentance from dead works, and of faith 
toward God, 2 Of the t doctrine of baptisms, and of lay- 
ing on of hands, and of resurrection of the dead, and ot 
eternal judgment. 8 And this will we do, if God permit. 
4 For it is impossible for those who were once enlighten- 
ed, and have tasted of the heavenly gift, and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghost, ' And have tasted the 
good word of God, and the powers of the age to come, 
6 And yet have fallen away, to renew them again unto

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repentance ; seeing they are crucifying to themselves the 
Son of God afresh, and putting him to an open shame. 

7 For land which drinketh in the rain that cometh oft 
upon it, and bringeth forth herbs meet for them for whom 
also it is cultivated, receiveth blessing from God : 8 But 
if it bear thorns and briars it is rejected, and is nigh un- 
to cursing; whose end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better things of you, 
and things that accompany salvation, though we thus 
speak. 10 For God is not unrighteous to forget your 
work and labor of love, which ye have showed towards 
his name, in that ye have rendered service to the saints, 
and are still rendering it. 

11 And we desire that every one of you do shew the 
same diligence to the full assurance of hope unto the 
end: 12 That ye be not slothful, but imitators of them 
who through faith and patience inherit the promises. 
»For when God made promise to Abraham, because he 
could swear by no greater, he sware by himself, 14 Saying, 
" Surely blessing I will bless thee, and multiplying I will 
multiply thee." 15 And so, after he had patiently endur- 
ed, he obtained the promise. 16 For men verily swear by 
the greater: and the oath for confirmation is to them an 
end of all controversy. , 

» Wherein God, being exceedingly desirous to shew 
unto the heirs of the promise the immutability of his 
counsel, interposed by an oath: 18 That by two immuta- 
ble things, in which it was impossible for God to he, we 
nnVht have strong consolation, who have fled for refuge 
to lay hold upon the hope set before us; 19 Which hope 
we have as an anchor of the soul, both sure and stedfast, 
and which entereth into that within the veil ; 20 Whither 
as forerunner Jesus is for us entered, having been made 
an high priest for ever after the order of Melchisedec. 

CHAPTER VII. 
For this Melchisedec, king of Salem, priest of the most 
hi<*h God, who met Abraham returning from the slaugh- 
ter* of the kings, and blessed him; 2 To whom also 
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Abraham gave a tenth part of all ; first being, by inter- 
pretation, King of righteousness, and after that also King 
of Salem, which is, King of peace ; 8 Without father, 
without mother, without genealogy, having neither be- 
ginning of clays, nor end of life ; but made like unto the 
Son of God; abideth a priest for ever. 

4 Now consider how great this one was, unto whom 
even the patriarch Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 
* And verily they that are of the sons of Levi, who re- 
ceive the office of the priesthood, have a commandment 
to take tithes of the people according to the law, that is, 
of their brethren, though they have come out of the loins 
of Abraham : • But he whose genealogy is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abraham, and blessed him 
that had the promises. 7 And beyond all controversy the 
inferior is blessed of the superior. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes; but there one, 
of whom it is testified that he liveth. 9 And as I may so 
say, Levi also, who receiveth tithes, payed tithes through 
Abraham. 10 For he was yet in the loins of his father, 
when Melchisedec met him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by the Levitical priest- 
hood, (for in dependence upon it the people received the 
law), what further need was there that another priest 
should rise according to the order of Melchisedec, and 
not be called according to the order of Aaron? 18 For 
the priesthood being changed, there is made of necessity 
a change also of the law. 13 For he of whom these 
things are spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of which 
no man gave attendance at the altar. 1* For it is evident 
that our Lord sprang out of Judah ; of which tribe Mo- 
ses spake nothing concerning priesthood. 

16 And still more evident is it, since according to the 
likeness of Melchisedec there hath arisen another priest, 
16 Who is made, not according to the law of a carnal 
commandment, but according to the power of an end- 
less life. 1T For he testifieth, u Thou art a priest forever 
according to the order of Melchisedec." 18 For there is, 
on the one hand, a disannulling of the commandment 
8 
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that went before, by reason of its weakness and unprofit- 
ableness. 19 (For the law perfected nothing); and, on 
the other hand, there is the introduction of a bettor hope, 
by which we draw nigh unto God. 20 And inasmuch as 
not without an oath he was made priest : 21 (For those 
indeed are made priests without an oath ; but this with 
an oath by him that said unto him, " The Lord sware and 
will not repent, Thou art a priest for ever according to 
the order of Melchisedec ":) 22 By so much has Jesus 
become surety of a better covenant. 

23 And those priests, indeed, are many, because of not 
being suffered to continue by reason of death : 24 But 
this one, because he continueth ever, hath his priesthood 
untransferable. 25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto God through him, 
seeing he ever liveth to make intercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became us, who is holy, 
harmless, un defiled, separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens ; 21 Who needeth not daily, as 
those high priests, to offer up sacrifices, first for his own 
sins, and then for the people's : for this he did once for 
all, when he offered up himself. 2S For the law consti- 
tuted men high priests which have infirmity ; but the 
word of the oath, which was since the law, constituteth 
the Son, who is perfected for evermore. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Now of the things of which we are speaking, this is the 
crowning point: We have such an high priest, who hath 
sat down on the right hand of the throne of the Majesty 
in the heavens; - A minister of the Holiest, and of the 
true tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, and not man. 

8 For every high priest is appointed to offer gifts and 
sacrifices: wherefore it is of necessity that this one have 
somewhat also to offer. 4 For if he were on earth he could 
not be a priest, seeing that those who offer the gifts ac- 
cording to the law arc the priests : 5 Who * worship in the 
oopy and shadow of the heavenly things, as Moses was 
admonished of God when he was about to construct the 

* Or, perform service. 
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tabernacle : for, " See," saith he, " that thou make all things 
according to the model shewed to thcc in the mount." 
6 But now hath he obtained a more excellent ministry, by 
how much also he is the mediator of a better covenant, 
which hath been established upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had been faultless, then 
should no place have been sought for the second. 8 For 
finding fault with it, he saith to them : "Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, when I will establish a new covenant 
with the house of Israel and with the house of Judah: 9 Not 
according to the covenant that I made with their fathers 
in the day w T hen I took them by the hand to lead them 
out of the land of Egypt; because they continued not in 
my covenant, and I regarded them not, saith the Lord, 
10 For this is the covenant that I will establish with the 
house of Israel after those days, saith the Lord ; I will put 
my laws into their mind, and write them in their hearts : 
and I will be to them a God, and they shall be to me a 
people : 11 And they shall not teach every man his neigh- 
bor, and every man his brother, saying, Know the Lord : 
for all shall know me, from the least to the greatest. 
12 For I will be merciful to their unrighteousness, and 
their sins and their iniquities will I remember no more." 

13 In that he saith a new covenant, he hath made the 
first old ; now that which hath become old and is advanc- 
ing in age, is near to dissolution. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Then verily the first covenant had also ordinances of 
divine f worship, and the worldly sanctuary. 2 For there 
was a tabernacle prepared ; the first, wherein was the 
candlestick, and the table, and the shewbread; which is 
called the Holy place. 3 And after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the Holiest. 4 Having the 
golden censer, and the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein was the golden pot that had the 
manna, and Aaron's rod that budded, and the tables 
of the covenant; 5 And over it the cherubim of glory 

t Or, him that perfonaeth service. 
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overshadowing the mercy -seat; of which we can not 
now speak particularly. 

6 Now these things having been thus prepared, into the 
first tabernacle the priests enter continually, accomplish- 
ing the * acts of worship. 7 But into the second entereth 
the high priest alone once every year, not without blood, 
which he offereth for himself, and for the errors of the 
people : 8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that the way 
into the Holiest was not yet made manifest, as long as the 
first tabernacle kept its standing ; 9 Which hath been a- 
figure unto the present time in which are offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, that can not perfect fthe worshiper, as per- 
taining to the conscience ; 10 Being imposed (together with 
meats and drinks and divers washings — carnal ordinances) 
only until the time of reformation. 

But Christ being come an high priest of the good 
things to come, through the greater and more perfect tab- 
ernacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not of this 
creation ; 12 Neither by the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood he entered in once for all into the Ho- 
liest, having obtained eternal redemption. 13 For if the 
blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the defiled, sanctifieth to the cleansing of the 
flesh; 14 How much more shall the blood of Christ, who, 
through the eternal Spirit, offered himself without spot 
to God, cleanse your conscience from dead works to 
J worship the living God? 15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of a new covenant, that by means of death, for 
the redemption of the transgressions under the first cov- 
enant, they which are called might receive the promise of 
the eternal inheritance. 

16 (For where a testament is, there must also of neces- 
sity be brought in the death of the testator. ^ 17 For a tes- 
tament is valid after men are dead : otherwise it is of no 
force at all while the testator liveth.) 

18 Whereupon neither the first covenant was consecrated 
without blood. 19 For when Moses had spoken every pre- 
cept to all the people according to the law, he took the 
blood of calves and of goats, with water, and scarlet wool, 
and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and all the peo- 
ple, 80 saying, " This is the blood of the covenant which 

* Or, service, t Or, him that performeth the service, t Or, serve. 
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God hath enjoined unto you." 21 Moreover he sprinkled 
with the blood both the tabernacle, and alt the vessels of 
the ministry. 22 And almost all things are by the law 
cleansed with blood ; and without shedding of blood no 
remission takes place. 

23 It was therefore necessary that the copies of the 
things in the heavens should be cleansed with these ; but 
the heavenly things themselves with better sacrifices than 
these. 24 For Christ is not entered into the holy places 
made with hands, formed after the models of the true ; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of God 
for us: 25 Nor yet that he should offer himself often, as the 
high priest entereth into the Holiest every year with blood 
not his own ; 26 For then must he often have suffered since 
the foundation of the world: but now once for all, in the 
conclusion of the ages, hath he been manifested to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 7 And as it is re- 
served for men once to die, and after that, judgment : 
28 So Christ, having been once offered to bear the sins of 
many, shall make his appearance a second time, without 
sin, for the salvation of them that wait for him. 

CHAPTER X. 

For the law having a shadow of the good things to come, 
not the very image of the things, can never with the same 
sacrifices which they offer year by year, make the comers 
thereunto perfect forever. 2 For then would they not 
have ceased to be offered, on account of the * worshipers, 
once cleansed, having no more conscience of sin ? 1 But 
in those sacrifices there is a remembrance again made of 
sins year by year. 

4 For it is not possible that the blood of bulls and of 
goats should take away sins. 6 Wherefore when he Com- 
eth into the world, he saith, " Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldst not, but abody hast thou prepared me : 6 In burnt 
offerings and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 
1 Then said I, Lo, I come ( in the roll of the book it is 
written of me,) to do thy will, O, God." 8 Above when 
he said, "sacrifice and offering and burnt offerings and

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sacrifices for sin thou wouldst not, neither hadst pleasure 
therein: (which are offered by the law;") 9 Then said 
he, "Lo, I come to do thy will, 0 God." He taketn away 
the first, that he may establish the second. # 10 By the 
which will we are sanctified through the offering of the 
bodv of Jesus Christ once for all. ... , , 
11 And every priest standeth daily ministering and of- 
fering oftentimes the same sacrifices, which can never take 
away sins: 12 But this one, after he had offered one sacri- 
fice for sins for ever, sat down on the right hand of God ; 
18 F r om henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his 
footstool. 1 4 For by one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified. 

1 5 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: for 
after that he had said before, lC "This is the covenant that 
I will make with them after those days, saith the Lord, I 
will put my laws into their hearts and in their minds will I 
write them;" 17 Then he saith: "And their sins and in- 
iquities will' I remember no more." 18 Now where remis- 
sion of these is, there is no more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, confidence to enter into 
the Holiest by the blood of Jesus, 20 By a new and living 
way which he hath consecrated for us, through the veil, 
that is to say, his flesh ; 21 And having an high priest over 
the house of God; 22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
in full assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies washed with pure water. 
»Let us hold fast the confession of the hope without wav- 
ering; (for he is faithful that promised;) 24 And let us 
consider one another to provoke unto love and to good 
works: 2 *Not forsaking the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, as is the practice of some; but exhorting one an- 
other: and so much the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching. . 

26 For if we sin willfully after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sins, "But a certain fearful looking for of judgment 
and fiery indignation, which is about to devour the adver- 
saries 2 * Any one despising Moses' law dies without 
mercy under two or three witnesses: 29 Of how much sorer 
punishment, suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, who 
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hath trodden under foot the Sou of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, a 
common thing, and hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace? 30 For we know him that hath said, "Vengeance 
bslongeth unto me, I will recompense, saith the Lord." 
And again, "the Lord shall vindicate his people." 31 It is 
afe irful thing to fall into the hands of the living God. 

82 But call to remembrance the former days, in which, 
after ye were enlightened, ye endured a great conflict of J 
afflictions; 88 Partly, whilst ye were made a gazingstock * 
both by reproaches and tribulations; and partly, whilst 
ye became companions of them that were so used. 34 For 
ye sympathized with f my bonds, and took joyfully the 
spoiling of your goods, knowing that ye have fjr your- 
selves in heaven a better and an enduring possession. 
35 Cast not away therefore your confidence, which hath 
great recompense of reward. 

26 For ye have need of patience, that, after ye have done I 
the will of God, ye might obtain the promise. 37 For yet J 
a little while, and he that shall come will come, and will 
not tarry. 38 Now the just shall live by faith; but if he 
draw back, my soul shall have no pleasure in him. 39 But 
we are not of those that draw back unto perdition ; but of 
those that believe to the saving of the soul. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Now faith is the * substance of things hoped for, the J 
evidence of things not seen. 2 For by it the elders were 
commended. 

'Through faith we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so that the things which are 
seen were not made of things which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God a more excellent sac- 
rifice than Cain, on account of which he was commended 
as beirig righteous, God himself commending his gifts : 
an 1 by it he being dead yet speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated that he should not see 
death ; " And he was not found because God translated

him:" for before his translation he is commended as hav- 
ing pleased God. 6 But without faith it is impossible to 
please him : for he that cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he becomes a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of God of things not seen 
as yet, moved with fear, prepared an ark to the saving of 
his house : by the which he condemned the world, and 
became possessor of the righteousness which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was called to go out into 
a place which he was about to receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed ; and he went out, not knowing whither he was 
going. 9 By faith he sojourned in the land of promise, as 
in a strange country, dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the same promise : 10 For 
he looked for the city which hath the foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God. 11 By faith also Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, even when she was' 
past age, because she judged him faithful who had prom- 
ised. ]i Therefore also were begotten of one, and him as 
good as dead, so many as the stars of the sky in multitude, 
and as the sand which is by the sea-shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not having received the prom- 
ises, but having seen them afar off, and embraced them, 
and confessed that they were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth. 14 For they that say such things declare plainly that 
they are seeking a country. 15 And truly, if they had been 
miudful of that country from whence they came out, they 
might have had an opportunity to return. 16 But now 
they desire a better country, that is, an heavenly: where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called their God : for he 
hath prepared for them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when he was tried, offered up 
Isaac : and he that had received the promises was in the 
act of offering up the only begotten son, 18 Of whom it 
was said, "That in Isaac shall thy seed be called." 19 Ac- 
counting that God teas able to raise up, even from the 
dead ; from whence also he obtained him in a figure. 

-°By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and Esau concerning 
things to come. 21 By faith Jacob, when he was dying, 
15 
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blessed each of the sons of Joseph; and worshiped, lean- 
ing upon the top of his staff. 

24 By faith Joseph, when he was dying, made mention 
of the departing of the children of Israel; and gave com- 
mandment concerning his bones. , . -, x 

2 J By faith Moses, when he was born, was nid three 
months of his parents, because they saw that the child 
was comely; and they were not afraid of the king's com- 
mandment. 24 By faith Moses, when he was arrived at 
nvmhood refused to be called the son of Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter- 25 Choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people 
of God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season ; 
26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches than the 
treasures in E^ypt: for he looked onwards to the recom- 
pense 27 By iiiith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the 
wrath of the king: for he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible, 28 By faith he kept the passover, and the sprink- 
ling of blood, lest he that destroyed the firstborn should 
touch them. 

»By faith th.'V passed through the Red Sea, as through 
fcyJwd: which the Egyptians attempting to do were 
swillowed up. . , , « 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell down, after they had 
been compassed about seven days. 

31 By faith the iiarfot R ihab perished not with them 
tint were disobedient, when she had received the spies 
with peace. . 

32 And what shall I more say ? for the time would fail 
me to tell of Gedeon, and of Barak, and of Samson, and 
ofjephthaa ; of David also, and Samuel, and of the proph- 
ets • 31 Who through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the mouths of 
lions, 34 Quenched the violence of fire, escaped the edge 
of the sword, out of weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight armies of aliens. 86 Wo- 
men received their dead raised to life again: and others 
were tortured, not accepting the deliverance ; that they 
misfit obtain a better resurrection. »*And others had 
trial of mocking*, and scourgings, yea, moreover ol bonds 
and imprisonment: ^They were sioned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slam with the sword: they 
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wandered about in sheepskins and goatskins; being des- 
titute, afflicted, maltreated; 88 (Of whom the world was 
not worthy:) they wandered in deserts, and in moun- 
tains, and in dens and caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, having been commended through faith, 
obtained not the promise* 40 God having provided some 
better thing for us, that they without us should not be 
perfected. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Wherefore seeing we are compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, having laid aside every weight and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, let us also run with 
patience the race that is set before us, 2 Looking away 
unto Jesus the f author and finisher of faith ; who for the 
joy that was set before him endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and hath sat down at the right hand of the 
throne of God. 8 For consider him that endured such con- 
tradiction of sinners against himself; lest ye be wearied 
and faint in your souls. 

^ 4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, striving against 
sin. 8 And ye have forgotten the exhortation which speak- 
eth unto you as unto sons, " My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou art rebuked 
of him: 6 For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he receiveth" 7 If ye endure 
chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons ; for what 
son is he whom the father chasteneth not ? *But if ye be 
without chastening, whereof all have been partakers, then 
are ye bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had the fathers of our flesh as 
chastisers, and we gave them reverence : shall we not much, 
rather be in subjection unto the Father of spirits, and live? 
^ 10 For they verily for a few days used to chasten us as they 
' thought fit; but he for our profit, that we might be par- 
takers of his holiness. ll Now no chastening for the pres- 
ent seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: nevertheless 
afterward it yield eth the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which have been exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands which hang down, and 
the feeble knees; 18 And make straight paths for your 

t Or, pattern and rewarder. 
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feet, lest that which is lame be wrenched out of its place ; 
hut let it rather be healed. 14 Follow peace frith all men, 
and holiness, without which no one shall see the Lord : 
15 Looking diligently lest any man fail of the grace of God ; 
lest any root of bitterness springing up trouble you, and 
thereby many be denied; 10 Lest there be any fornicator, 
or profane person, as Esau, who for one morsel sold his 
birthright. 17 For ye know how that afterward when he 
wisheof to inherit the blessing, he was rejected : for he 
found no place for a change of mind in his father, though 
he sought it carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto the mount that could be 
touched, and that burned with fire, and blackness, and 
darkness, and tempest, 19 And to the sound of a trumpet, 
and the voice of words; which voice they that heard in- 
treated that not another word should be added to them : 
-"(For they endured not that which was commanded, "And 
if a beast touch the mountain, it shall be stoned :" 21 And 
so terrible was the sight, that Moses said, "I exceedingly 
fear and quake":) 22 But ye are come unto mount Sion, 
and unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem, and to an innumerable company of angels, 23 To the 
general .assembly and church of the firstborn ones, enrolled 
in heaven, and to the Judge who is the God of all, and to 
the spirits of just men perfected, * And to Jesus the me- 
diator of the new covenaut, and to the blood of sprinkling, 
that speaketh better things than Abel. . 

- 25 See that ye refuse not him that speaketh. * or it they 
escaped not who refused him that spake on earth, much 
more shall not we escape if we turn away from him that 
speaketh from heaven: "Whose voice then shook the 
earth : but now he hath promised, saying, « Yet once more 
I shake not the earth only, but also the heaven. » Now 
that word, "Yet once more," signifieth the removing ot 
thethings shaken, as of things that have been made that 
those things which are not shaken may remain. * Where- 
fore we receiving a kingdom which can not be shaken, let 
us hold fast grace, whereby we may \ worship God accept- 
ably with reverence and godly fear: »For our God is a 
consuming fire. 

t&, serve. ^ 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

Let brotherly love continue. 2 Be not forgetful to en- 
tertain strangers : for thereby some have entertained an- 
gels unawares. 3 Remember them that are in bonds, as 
bound with them; and them which are maltreated, as 
being yourselves also in the body. 

4 Let marriage be honored among all, and the bed be un- 
dented ; but whoremongers and adulterers God will judge. 
8 Let your disposition be without covetousness ; and be 
content with your present circumstances : for he himself 
hath said, " I will never § leave thee nor forsake thee." 
•So that we may boldly say, "The Lord is my helper, 
and I will not fear what man shall do unto me." 

* Remember your leaders who spoke unto you the word 
of God; and, attentively considering the issue of their 
conduct, imitate their faith. 8 Jesus Christ is the same 
Yesterday, and to-dav, and forever. 9 Be not carried away 
with clivers and strange doctrines. For it is a good thing 
that the heart be established with grace ; not with meats, 
which have not profited them that have walked in them. 
10 We have an altar, whereof they have no right to eat 
who || worship in the tabernacle. 

11 For the bodies of those animals, whose blood is brought 
into the Holiest by the high priest for sin, are burned 
without the camp. 12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
micmt sanctify the people by his own blood, suffered with- 
out the gate. 13 Let us go forth therefore unto him with- 
out the camp, bearing his reproach. 14 For here have we 
no continuing city, but we are seeking the one to come. 
15 By him therefore let us offer the sacrifice of praise to 
God continually, that is, the fruit of lips confessing unto 
his name. 

lc But to do good and to communicate forget not : tor 
with such sacrifices God is well pleased. 17 Obey your 
leaders, and submit yourselves: for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give account, that they may do 
it with joy, and not with grief: for that were unprofitable 

§ Or, let thee go. || Or, serve in. ^ 
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for you. 18 Pray for us: for we trust we have a good con- 
science, in all things willing to conduct ourselves honora- 
bly. 19 But I the more earnestly beseech you to do this, 
that I may be restored to you the sooner. 

20 Now the God of peace, that brought again from the 
dead our Lord Jesus, the great Shepherd of the sheep, by 
the blood of the everlasting covenant, 21 Make you perfect 
in every good work to do his will, working in you that 
which is well-pleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ ; 
to whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I beseech you, brethren, bear with the word of 
exhortation : for I have written a letter unto you in few 
words. 

28 Know ye that our brother Timothy is * set at liberty ; 
with whom, if he come shortly, I will see you. 24 Salute 
all your leaders, and all the saints. They of Italy salute 

you. 

26 Grace be with you all. Amen.

THE REVELATION OF JESUS CHRIST, which 
God gave unto him, to show unto his servants things which 
must come to pass speedily ; and which he signified, having 
sent by his angel, unto his servant John : 2 who testified the 
word of God, and the testimony of Jesus Christ, *what 
things soever he saw. 3 Blessed is he who readeth, and 
those who hear the words of the prophecy, and keep the 
things which are written therein : for the time is nigh. 

4 J OIIN to the seven churches which are in Asia : Grace be 
unto you, and peace from him who is, and who was, and who is 
to come ; and from the seven Spirits that *are in the pres- 
ence of his throne; \and from Jesus Christ,— the faithful 
Witness, the Firstborn *of the dead, and the Prince of the 
kings of the earth. 

Unto him that *loveth us, and *freedf us from our sins 
by his own blood,— 6 and he made * for us *a kingdom,— 
briests unto Him who is his God and Father; to him' fie 
glory and dominion for ever and ever. Amen.

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8 "If am the Alpha and the Omega"*, saith the Lord* 
God, who is, and who was, and who is to come, the Al- 
mighty. 

9 1 John, * your brother and fellow -partaker in the tribu- 
ation and * kingdom and endurance * in Jesus, was in the 
isle that is called Patmos because of the word of God and 
* the testimony of Jesus *. 10 1 was in the Spirit on the 
Lord's day ; and I heard behind me a great voice, as of a 
trumpet, saying *, 11 " What thou seest, write in a book, and 
send unto the * seven churches*; unto Ephesus, and unto 
Smyrna, and unto Pergamos, and unto Thyatira, and unto 
Sardis, and unto Philadelphia, and un:o Laodicea," 

12 And I turned to see the voice that *was speaking with 
me. And being turned, I saw seven candlesticks of gold ; 
13 and in the midst of the * candlesticks one like unto the 
Son of man, clothed with a garment reaching to the foot, 
and girt about at the breasts with a girdle of gold. 14 His 
head and his hairs were white as white wool, as snow ; 
15 and his eyes as a flame of fire ; and his feet like unto fine 
brass glowing with lire, as in a furnace ; 16 and his voice as 
the voice of many waters : — and having in his right hand 
seven stars : — and out of his mouth proceeding a sharp two- 
edged sword : and his countenance as the sun shineth in his 
strength. 

17 And when I saw him, I fell at his feet as dead. And 
he laid his right hand upon me, saying*, " Fear not ; 18 I am 
the First and the Last, and THE LIVING ONE ; and I 
was dead, and behold, I am living for ever and ever *: and I 
have the keys of * death and of hades. 19 Write, * therefore, 
the things which thou sawest, and the things which are, and 
the things which are about to come to pass hereafter ; 20 the 
mystery of the seven stars which thou sawest upon my 
right hand, and the seven candlesticks of gold. The seven 
stars are the angels of the seven churches : and the seven 
candlesticks * are the seven churches. 

II. "Unto the angel of the church *vvho is *in Ephesus 
write ; 

" These things saith he that holdeth the seven stars in his 
f The bold letter I indicates the emphatic pronoun, when instead 
of being included in the verb, it is separately expressed in the Greek. 
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right hand, he that walketh in the midst of the seven can- 
dlesticks of gold ; 2 1 know thy works, and * labour, and thy 
endurance, and that thou canst not bear those who are evil : 
and thou triedst those who call themselves apostles, and aro 
not, and foundest them liars; 3 and thou hast * endurance, 
and bearest for my name's sake, and * hast not been wearied*. 
4 Nevertheless I have this against thee, that thou hast left 
thy first love. 5 Remember, therefore, whence thou hast 
fallen, and repent, and do the first works ; otherwise I am 
coming unto thee*, and I will remove thy candlestick out of 
its place, except thou repent. 6 But this thou hast, that thou 
hatest the deeds of the Nicolaitanes, which I also hate. 

7 " He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches ; To him that overcometh will I give to 
cat of the tree of life, which is in *the paradise of God. 
8 "And unto the angel of the church * in Smyrna write : 
" These things saith the First and the Last, who was 
dead, and lived; 9 1 know *thy tribulation, and poverty, 
(but thou art rich,) and I know the blasphemy *from those 
who say that they are Jews, and are not, but are the syna- 
gogue of Satan. 10 Fear *not the things which thou art 
about to suffer : behold, the devil is about to cast some of 
you into prison, that ye may be tried, and *may have tribu- 
lation ten days : be thou faithful unto death, and I will give 
unto thee the crown of life. 

11 " He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches ; He that overcometh shall not be hurt or 
the second death. 

12 "And unto the angel of the church in Pergamos, write ; 
" These things saith he who hath the sharp two-edged 
sword; 13 1 know * where thou dwcllest, even where the 
throne of Satan is : and thou boldest fast my name, and de- 
niestnot my faith; and in those days* was Antipas my 
witness,f *my faithful one, who was killed among you, 
where Satan dwelleth. 14 But I have a few things against 
thee, that thou hast there those who hold the doctrine of Ba- 
laam, who taught Balak to cast a stumblingblock before the 
children of Israel, to eat things sacrificed unto idols, and to 
t [Perhaps Antipas may be a genitive ; and then the construction and 
rendering will be, " and in the days of Antipas."] 
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commit fornication : M so thou also hast those that hold the 
doctrine of the Nicolaitanes *in like manner. 16 Repent, 

* therefore ; otherwise, I am coming unto thee quickly, and 
will fight with them by the sword of my mouih. 

17 " He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches ; To him that overcometh will I give * of 
the hidden manna, and I will give unto him a white stone, 
and on the stone a new name written, which none knoweth 
save he that receiveth it. 

18 "And unto the angel of the church *who is in Thya- 
tira write ; 

" These things saith the Son of God, who hath his eyes 
as a flame of fire, and his feet are like unto fine brass ; 19 1 
know thy works, and love, and * faith, and service, and thy 
endurance, and thy works*, the last to be more in number 
than the first. 20 Notwithstanding I have * this against thee, 
that thou * lettest alone fthe woman Jezebel ; — *who call- 
eth herself a prophetess, *and she teacheth and deceiveth 
my servants to commit fornication, and to eat things sacri- 
ficed unto idols. 21 And I gave her space to repent, and she 

* willeth not to repent of her fornication. ^Behold, I cast 
her into a bed, and those who commit adultry with her into 
great tribulation, except they repent of *her deeds. 23 And 
I will kill her children with death ; and all the churches shall 
know that I am he who searcheth the reins and hearts : and 
I will give unto every one of you according to your works. 
24 But unto you I say, * the rest that are in Thyatira, as 
many as have not this doctrine, * who have not known the 
depths of Satan, (how they speak,) I *] a y not upon vou 
any other burden; 25 but that which ye have, hold fast till 
I come. 

26 "And he that overcometh, and he that kecpeth my works 
unto the end,— I will give to him authority over the nations : 
27 and he shall rule them with a rod of iron ; as the vessels of 
a potter are broken to shivers : and as I also have received 
of my Father. 28 And I will give unto him the morning 
star. 29 He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches. 

t" Thy wife Jezebd" is the reading of bonic good authorities; " the 
woman " is hov.-evcr the rending of C. 38, etc., with the Vulgate, and 
most of the other uucieut versions. 

4 
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III. "And unto the angel of the church in Sardis write ; 
" These things saith he that hath the seven Spirits of God, 
and llie seven stars; I know thy works, that thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art dead. 2 Be watchful, and 
strengthen the things which remain, that * were about to die : 
for I have not found thy works complete before * my God. 
3 Bemember, therefore, how thou hast received, and thou 
heardest : and observe, and repent. If, therefore, thou shalt 
not watch, I will come [on thee] as a thief, and thou shalt 
not know at what hour I will come upon thee. 4 * But thou 
hast a few names * in Sardis, which denied not their gar- 
ments ; and they shall walk with me in white : because they 
are worthy. 

6 "He that overcometh shall *thus be clothed in white 
garments ; and I will not blot out his name out of the book 
of life, and I will confess his name in the presence of mv 
Father, and in the presence of his angels. 6 He that hath 
an car, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches. 

7 " And unto the angel of the church in Philadelphia write ; 

"These things saith he that is holy, he that is true, he 
that hath the key of David, he that openeth, and no one 

* shall shut, *that shutteth, and no one openeth; 8 1 know 
thy works : behold, I have set before thee an open door, 

* which no one can shut : because thou hast a little strength, 
and keptest my word, and deniedst not my name. 9 Behold, 
I make those of the synagogue of Satan, who say that 
they are Jews, and are not, but do lie ; behold, I will make 
them to come and worship before thy feet, and know that 
I loved thee. 10 Because thou keptest the word of my en- 
durance, I also will keep thee from the hour of temptation, 
which is about to come upon the whole world, to try those 
who dwell upon the earth. 11 * I am coming quickly : hold 
fast that which thou hast, that none take thy crown. 

^Hini that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple 
of my God, and he shall never more go out : and I will 
write upon him the name of my God. and the name of the 
city.ot my God, the new Jerusalem, — *that which descend- 
ed out of heaven from my God : and J will write upon 
him my new name. 13 He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches. 

5 
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14<< And unto the angel of the church *in Laoclicea write; 

"These things saith the Amen, the faithful and true Wit* 
ness, the Beginning of the creation of God ; 15 1 know thy 
works, that thou art neither cold nor hot : I would thou 
wert cold or hot. 16 Thus because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither * hot nor cold, I am about to spue thee out of my 
mouth. 17 Because thou sayest, 1 1 am rich, and have be- 
come enriched, and have need of nothing ; ' and knowest not 
that thou art the wretched one, and *the miserable, and 
poor, and blind, and naked : 18 1 counsel thee to buy of me 
gold refined from the fire, that thou mayest be enriched ; and 
white garments,, that thou mayest be clothed, and that the 
shame of thy nakedness may not be manifested, and eyesalve 
*to anoint thine eyes that thou mayest see. 19 As many 
as I love I rebuke and chasten : be zealous therefore, and 
repent. 2a Behold, I stand at the door, and knock : if any 
one hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me. 

21 "To him that overcometh will I give to take his seat 
with me in my throne, even as I also overcame, and took my 
seat with my Father in his throne. 22 He that hath an ear, 
let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches. v 

IV. After these things I saw, and, behold, a door 
opened in heaven : and the first voice which I hcaid, was 
as it were of a trumpet speaking with me ; — saying, "Come 
up hither, and I will show thee things which must be here- 
after. " 

2 * Immediately I was in the Spirit : and, bch >ld, a throne 
was set in heaven, and upon the throne one sitting. 3 And 
he that was sitting * was like in appearance to a jasper- 
stone, and a sardine : and there was a rainbow round about 
the throne, — like in appearance to an emerald. 4 And round 
about the throne were twenty-four thrones : — and upon the 
* twenty-four thrones *i saw elders sitting, clothed in white 
garments ; and * on their heads crowns of gold. 5 And out 
of the throne proceed lightnings and * voices and thunder- 
ings : and there were seven lamps of fire burning before the 
throne, which are the seven Spirits of God : 6 and before the 
thr.me *as it were a sea of glass like unto crystal : and iu 
the midst of the throne and around the throne, four living 
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creatures full of eves before and behind. 7 And the first 
living creature was like a lion, and the second living crea- 
ture like a calf, and the third living creature having the face 
as * of a man, and the fourth living creature like aflymg 

8a »And the four living creatures each of them had six wings 
round about him; and within they are full of eyes: and 
they have no rest day and night,— saying, " Holy, bo y, holy, 
Lord God the Almighty, who was, and who is, and who is 
to come " 9 And when the living creatures give glory and 
honour and thanks to him that sitteth on the throne, who 
liveth for ever and ever, 10 the twenty-four elders fall down 
before him that sitteth on the throne, and worship him that 
liveth for ever and ever, and cast their crowns before the 
throne saying, ""Thou art worthy, 0 Lord and *our God, 
to receive glory and honour and power : because thou cre- 
atedst all things, and because of thy pleasure they *were, 
and they were created." 

V And I saw in the right hand of him that sitteth on 
the throne a roll written within and on the back-side, firmly 
sealed with seven seals. 2 And I saw a mighty angel pro- 
claiming with a loud voice, "Who worthy to open the 
roll and to loose the seals thereof?" 3 And no one was 
able in heaven, nor on the earth, neither under the earth, to 
open the roll, neither to look therein. 4 And I wept much, 
because no one was found worthy to open *the roll, neither 
to look therein. 5 And one of the elders saith unto me, 
" Weep not : behold, the Lion * that is of the tribe of Juda, 
the Root of David, prevailed to open the roll, *and the 
seven seals thereof." 

6 And * behold fand in the midst of the throne and of the 
four living creatures, and in the midst of the elders, a Lamb, 
standing as it had been slain, having seven horns and seven 
eves which are the [seven] Spirits of God *sent forth into 
all the earth. 7 And he came and took * the roll out of the 
tight hand of him that sitteth upon the throne. 

8 And when he took the roll, the four living creatures and 
the twenty-four elders fell down before the Lamb, having 
f « And I who in the midst » is a reading supported by many authori- 
ties, but not by the most ancient. 
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each *a harp and bowls of gold full of incense, which are 
the prayers of the saints. *And they sing a new song, saying, 

" Thou art worthy to take the roll, and to open the seals 
thereof : because thou was slain, and redeemedst us to God 
by thy blood out of every tribe, and tongue, and people, and 
nation; 10 and thou madest* them unto our God *a king- 
dom and f priests : and *they reign on the earth." 

11 And 1 saw, and I heard the voice of many angels around 
the throne and the living creatures and the elders : and the 
number of them was myriads of myriads, and thousands of 
thousands; 12 saying with a loud voice, "Worthy is the 
Lamb that was slain to receive power, and riches, and wis- 
dom, and might, and honour, and glory, and blessing." 
13 And every creature which is in heaven, and *on the earth, 
and under the earth, and on the sea*, and all things that 
are in them, heard I saying, " Unto him that sitteth upon 
the throne, and unto the Lamb, be blessing, and honour, 
and glory, and dominion, for ever and ever." 14 And the 
four living creatures said, "Amen." And the * elders fell 
down and worshipped *. 

VI. And I saw when the Lamb opened one of the * seven 
seals, and I heard one of the four living creatures say in"-, as 
it were * with a voice of thunder, " Come " *, 2 And I saw, 
and behold a white horse : and he that sat on him having a 
bow ; and a crown was given unto him : and he went forth 
conquering, and to conquer. 

8 And when he opened the second seal, I heard the second 
living creature saying, " Come "*. 4 And there came forth 
another, a red horse : and to him that sat on him was it 
given to take peace from the earth, and that they should 
slay one another : and there was given unto him a great 
sword. 

5 And when he opened the third seal, I heard the third 
living creature saying, " Come " * And I saw, and behold 
a black horse ; and he that sat on him having a pair of bal- 
ances in his hand. 6 And I heard *as it were a voice in the 
midst of the four living creatures, saying, "A measure of

w T heat for a penny, and three measures of barley for a penny ; 
and see thou hurt not the oil and the wine." 

7 And when he opened the fourth seal, I heard [the voiqe 
of] the fourth living creature Baying, "Come *'*, 8 And I 
saw, and behold a pale horse : and he that sat on him was 
called Death, and Hades * followed with him. And there 
was given unto |them authority over the fourth part of the 
earth, *to kill with sword, and with famine, and with death, 
and by the beasts of the earth. 

9 And when he opened the fifth seal, I saw under the al- 
tar the souls of those that had been slain because of the 
word of God, and because of the testimony which they held : 
10 and they * cried with a loud voice, saying, " How long, 0 
Master, the holy one and true, dost thou not judge and take 
vengeance for our blood *from those that dwell on the 
earth?" 11 And there was given unto *them severally a 
white robe ; and it was said unto them, that they should 
rest yet for a little season, until both their fellow-servants 
and their brethren, that were about to be killed as tiiey also 
had been, shall have been completed. 

12 And I saw when he opened the sixth seal, and * there 
was a great earthquake ; and the sun became black as sack- 
cloth of hair, and the * whole of the moon became as blood ; 
13 and the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig- 
tree casieth her untimely figs, when shaken by a mighty 
wind. 14 And * the heaven was separated from its place as 
a scroll when it rolleth itself together ; and every mountain 
and island were moved out of their places. 15 And the 
kings of the earth, and the great men, and the * chief cap- 
tains, and the rich men, and the mighty men, and every 
bondman, and * freeman, hid themselves in the caves and in 
the rocks of the mountains ; 16 and they say to the mountains 
and the rocks, "Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb ; 
17 because the great day of J his wrath hath come; and who 
is able to stand ? "

9 
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VII. * After this I saw four angels standing on the four 
corners of the earth, holding the four winds of the earth, 
that the wind should not blow on the earth, nor on the sea, 
nor on any tree. 

2 And I saw another angel * ascending from the sunrising, 
having the seal of the living God : and he cried with a loud 
voice to the four angels, to whom it was given to hurt the 
earth and the sea, saying, 3 " Hurt not the earth, nor the sea, 
nor the trees, till we have sealed the servants of our God 
upon their foreheads." 

4 And I beard the number of the sealed : an hundred and 
forty-four thousand sealed, out of every tribe of the children 
of Israel. 6 Of the tribe of Juda, twelve thousand sealed; 
Of the tribe of Reuben, twelve thousand*; 6 Of the tribe 
of Gad, twelve thousand*; Of the tribe of Ascr, twelve 
thousand*; Of the tribe of Nepthalim, twelve thousand*; 
Of the tribe of Manases, twelve thousand*; 7 Of the tribe 
of Simeon, twelve thousand * ; Of the tribe of Levi, twelve 
thousand*; Of the tribe of Issachar, twelve thousand*; 
8 Of the tribe of Zebulon, twelve thousand*; Of the tribe 
of Joseph, twelve thousand*; Of the tribe of Benjamin, 
twelve thousand sealed. 

9 After these things I saw, and *a great multitude, which 
no one could number, out of every nation, and tribes, and 
peoples, and tongues, standing in the presence of the throne 
and in the presence of the Lamb, — * clothed with white 
robes, — and palms in their hands; 10 and* they cry with a 
loud voice, saying, li Salvation to our God who sitteth upon 
the throne, and unto the Lamb." "And all the angels 
stood around the throne, and around the elders and the four 
living creatures ; and they fell before the throne on their 
faces, and worshipped God, saying, " Amen : 13 Blessing, and 
glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and honour, and 
power, and might, be unto our God for ever and ever. 
[Amen.]" 

13 And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, "These 
that have been arrayed in white robes, what are they? and 
whence came they ? " 14 And I said unto him, "*My Lord, 
thou knowest." And he said to me, "These are those who 
10 
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come out of [fAe] great tribulation, and have washed then 
robes and made * them white in the blood of the Lamb, 
is Therefore are they in the presence of the throne ot God. 
and serve him day and night in his temple; and he that 
sitteth on the throne shall be a covert over them J. 10 1 hey 
shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more; neither shall 
the sun light on them, nor any heat. "Because the Lamb 
that is in the midst of the throne shall be their shepherd, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of water; and God 
shall wipe every tear away from their eyes." 

VIII. And when he opened the seventh seal, there was 
silence in heaven as it were half an hour. 

2 AndIsawthe seven angels who stand in the presence 
of God ; and there were given unto them seven trumpets. 
3 And another angel came and took his stand at the altar, 
having a censer of gold; and there was given unto him 
much incense, that he should give it for the prayers of all 
the saints upon the altar of gold which was before the throne. 
*And the smoke of the incense went up for the prayers or 
the saints, out of the hand of the angel in the presence of 
God 6 And the angel hath taken the censer, and he tilled it 
from' the fire of the altar, and cast it into the earth : and 
there were *thunderings, and lightnings, and voices, and 
earthquake. 

e And the seven angels who had tne seven trumpets pre- 
pared themselves to sound. 

7 And the first * sounded, and there were hail and fare 
mingled with blood, and they were cast into the earth : * and 
the third of the earth was burned up, and the third of the 
trees was burned up, and all green grass was burned up. 

a And the second angel sounded, and as it were a great 
mountain burning with fire was cast into the sea ; 9 and the 
third of the sea became blood ; and there died the third of 
the creatures which were in the sea,— which had lite ; and 
the third of the ships were destroyed.

10 And the third angel sounded, and there fell* from heaven 
a great star, burning as it were a lamp, and it fell upon the 
third of the rivers, and upon the fountains of Waters ; 11 and 
the name of the star is called Wormwood : and the third 
of the waters became wormwood ; and many men died of 
the waters, because they were made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, and the third of the sun 
was smitten, and the third of the moon, and the third of the 
stars ; in order that the third of them might be darkened 
and the day might not shine the third of it, and the night 
likewise. 

13 And I saw, and heard an * eagle flying in the mid-hea- 
ven, saying with a loud voice, "Woe, woe, woe, to those 
who dwell upon the earth, by reason of the rest of the 
voices of the trumpet of t)ie three angels, who are about to 
sound ! " 

IX And the fifth angel sounded, and I saw a star from 
heaven fallen unto the earth: and there was given to him 
the key of the pit of the abyss. 2 And he opened the pit of 
the abyss, and there arose a smoke out of the pit, as the 
smoke of a great furnace ; and the sun and the air were 
darkened from the smoke of the pit. 3 And out of the smoke 
there came forth locusts upon the earth : and unto them was 
given power, as the scorpions of the earth have power. 
*And it was said unto them that they should not hurt the 
grass of the earth, neither any green thing, neither any tree • 
but the men * who have not the seal of God on [their] fore- 
heads. 5 And it was given to them that they should not kill 
them, but that they should be tormented five months • and 
their torment was as the torment of a scorpion, when he 
striketh a man. 6 And in those days shall men seek death 
and not find it; and shall desire to die, and death *fleeth 
from them. 

7 And the likenesses of the locusts were like unto hordes 
prepared for war ; and there were on their heads as it were 
crowns like unto gold, and their faces were as the faces of 
men. 8 And they had hair as the hair of women and their 
teeth were as the teeth of lions. *And they had breast- 
plates, as it were breastplates of iron; and the sound of 
their wings was as the sound of chariots of many horses 
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rushing to battle. 10 And they have tails like unto scorpions, 
and stings; *and their authority in their tails was to hurt 
men five months. 11 * They have over them a king, the 
angel of the abyss, whose name in Hebrew is Abaddon, and 
in the Greek he hath his name Apollyon. 

12 The one woe is past; behold, there come two woes 
more hereafter. 

" 13 And the sixth angel sounded; and I heard a voice 
from the [four] horns of the altar of gold which is before 
\ God -saying to the sixth angel, 14 *"Thou who hast the 
trumpet, loose the four angels that have been bound at the 
great river Euphrates.'' 15 And the four angels were loosed, 
that had been prepared for the hour, and day, and month 
and year, that thev should kill the third part of men. lb And 
the number of the armies of the horsemen was two myriads 
of myriads: (*I heard the number of them.) 17 And thus 
I saw the horses in the vision, and those that sat on them, 
having breastplates of fire, and of jacinth, and like unto 
brimstone : and the heads of the horses were as the heads 
of lions ; and out of their mouths proceed fire and smoke 
and brimstone. 18 By these three * plagues was the third 
part of men killed, by reason of the fire, and *the smoke, 
and *the brimstone, which proceed out of their mouths, 
w For the power of the * horses is in their mouth, *and in 
their tails : for their tails were like unto serpents, and had 
heads, and with them they do hurt. 

2t) And the rest of the men wmo were not killed by these 
plasrues, repented *not of the works of their hands, that 
they should not worship the demons, and * the idols of gold, 
and silver, and brass, and stone, and wood : which can nei- 
ther see, nor hear, nor walk : "neither repented they ot 
their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, 
nor of their thefts. 

X. And I saw another a mighty angel descending from 
heaven, clothed with a cloud : and *the rainbow was ^ upon 
his head, and his face was as it were the sun, and his feet 
as pillars of fire:— 2 and * having in his hand a little roll 
opened : and be set his right foot upon the sea, and the left 
on the earth, 3 and cried with a loud voice, even as when a 
lion roareth ; and when be crjAthe seven thunders uttered, 
13 
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their voices. 4 And when the seven thunders had spoken* 
I was about to write : and I heard a voice from heaven say- 
ing* "Seal up those things which the seven thunders spoke, 
and write them not." 

5 And the angel whom I saw standing upon the sea and 
upon the earth, lifted up his *right hand to heaven, 6 and 
sware by him that liveth for ever and ever, who created the 
heaven, and the things that are therein, and the earth, and 
the things that are therein, and the sea, and the things that 
are therein, "There shall be no longer delay: 7 but in the 
days of the voice of the seventh angel, when he should be 
about to sound, — the mystery of God *was completed, as 
he gave glad tidings to his servants the prophets." 

8 A nd t he voice which I heard from heaven — *1 heard again 
speaking with me, and saying, " Go, take the roll which is 
opened in the hand of the angel who standcth upon the sea 
and upon the earth." 9 And I went unto the angel, saying 
unto him, "Give me the little roll." And he saith unto me, 
" Take it, and eat it up ; and it shall make thy belly bitter, 
but in thy mouth it shall be sweet as honey." 10 And I took 
the little roll out of the hand of the angel and ate it up ; 
and it was in my mouth sweet as honey : and wUen I had 
eaten it, my belly was made bitter. n And * it was said unto 
me, " Thou must prophesy again against peoples, and na- 
tions, and tongues, and many kings." 

XI. And there was given me a reed like unto a rod : * — 

saying, " K >c, and measure the temple of God, and the altar, 
and those who worship therein. 2 And the court which is 
without the temple cast out, and measure it not ; because it 
was given unto the Gentiles : and the holy city shall they 
tread under foot forty and two months. 

3 "And I will endow my two witnesses, and they shall 
prophesy a thousand two hundred and sixty days, clothed in 
sackcloth." 4 These are the two olive trees, and * the two 
candlesticks that stand in the presence of the *Lord of the 
earth. 5 And if any one desireth to hurt them, fire proceed- 
ed] out of their mouth and devoureth their enemies : and if 
any one desireth to hurt them, thus must he be killed. 6 These 
have authority to shut heaven, that it rain not in the days of 
their prophecy : and they have authority over the waters to 
14 
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I u ra them to blood, and to smite the earth with every plague, 
ns often as they will. 

7 An 1 when they shall have completed their testimony, the 
beast that ascendeth out of the abyss shall make war with 
lii mi and shall overcome them, and kill them. 8 And their 
ilea I *body shall be fin the street of the great city, which 
i- culled spiritually Sodom and Egypt, where * their Lord 
also was crucified. 

9 And some of the peoples and tribes and tongues and na- 
tions *see their dead *body three days and a half, and *do 
not suffer their dead bodies to be put into *a sepulchre. 
10 And those that dwell upon the earth * rejoice over them, 
and make merry ; and they shall send gifts to one another ; 
because those t \ o prophets tormented those that dwell on 
the earth. 

11 And after the three days and a half the breath of life 
from God entered into them, and they stood upon their feet; 
and great liar fell upon those who saw them. 12 And they 
heard a great voice from heaven saying unto them, " Come 
up hither.'' And they ascended up to heaven in the cloud ; 
and their enemies beheld them. 13 And in that hour was 
there a great earthquake, and the tenth of the city fell, and 
in the earthquake were killed seven thousand names of men ; 
and the rest were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of 
heaven. 

14 The second woe is past j behold, the third woe cometh 
speedily. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; and there were great 
voices in heaven — saying, *" The sovereignty of the world 
hath become the sovereignly of our Lord and of his Christ ; 
and he shall reign for ever and ever." 

16 And the twenty-four elders, who sit in the presence of 
God on their thrones, fell upon their faces, and worshipped 
God, 17 We give thee thanks, 0 Lord God, the Almighty, 
the one who is, and who was * ; because thou hast taken 
thy great power, and thou reignedst. 18 And the nations 
were angered, and thy wrath came, and the time of the 
dead, to be judged, and to give the reward unto thy ser- 
vants i he prophets, and to the saints, and those who fear 

f (It has been suggested by some thai those words should be taken as 
" the great street of (fie city.''') 
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thy name, the small and the great ; and to destroy those 
who destroy the earth." 

19 And the temple of God * which is in heaven was opened, 
and there was seen the ark of his covenant in his temple ; 
and there were lightnings, and voices, and thunderings, and 
earthquake, and groat hail. 

XII. And a great wonder was seen in heaven ; a wo- 
man clothed with the sun, and the moon under her feet, and 
upon her head a crown of twelve stars: 2 and being with 
child, she crieth out, travailing and pained to be delivered. 

3 And there was seen another wonder in heaven ; and be- 
hold a great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, 
and upon his head seven diadems. 4 And his tail draweth 
the third part of the stars of heaven, and did cast them to 
the earth ; and the dragon stood before the woman who was 
about to be delivered ; that he might devour her child when 
she had brought it forth. 5 And she brought forth a man- 
child, who is to rule all the nations with a rod of iron : and 
her child was caught up unto God and * unto his throne. 
6 And the woman lied into the wilderness, where she hath a 
plaee prepared by God, that there they should nourish her a 
thousand two hundred and sixty days. 

7 And there was war in heaven : Michael and his angels — 

* to war * with the dragon ; and the dragon warred and his 
angels; 8 and *he prevailed not; neither was their place 
fo mid any more in heaven. 9 And the great dragon was 
cast out, the old serpent, that is called the Devil, and 
Satan, who deceiveth the whole world : he was cast out into 
the earth, and his angels were cast out with him. 10 And I 
heard a great voice, in heaven, saying, " Now is come the 
salvation, and the power, and the kingdom of our God, and 
the authority of his Christ: because the accuser of our 
brethren was cast out, who accused them before our God day 
and night. u And they overcame him because of the blood 
of the Lamb, and because of the word of their testimony ; 
and they loved not their life even unto death. 12 Therefore, 
rejoice, ye heavens, and ye that dwell in them. Woe to 

* the earth and to the sea ! because the devil is come down 
unto vou, having great wrath, knowing that he hath but a 
short time." 
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"And when the dragon saw that he was cast out unto the 
earth, he persecuted the woman who brought forth the man- 
child. l4 And there were given to the woman * the two 
wings of the great eagle, that she might fly into the wilder- 
ness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, and 
times, and half a time, from the face of the serpent. 15 And 
the serpent cast out of his mouth, after the woman, water as 
a flood, that he might cause her to be carried away of the 
flood. 16 And the earth helped the woman j and the earth 
opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth. 17 And the dragon was wroth 
with the woman, and went to make war with the rest of her 
seed, who keep the commandments of God, and have the 
testimony of * Jesus. 

XIII. And *he stood upon the sand of the sea ; and I 
saw a beast rising up out out of the sea, having *ten horns 
and seven heads, and upon his horns ten diadems, and upon 
his heads *names of blasphemy. 2 And the beast which I 
saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet as those of a bear, 
and his mouth as the mouth of a lion : and the dragon gave 
him his power, and his throne, and great authority— 3 And 
* / ww une of his heads as it were slain to death ; and his 
deadly wound was healed ; and all the earth was astonished 
after the beast. 4 And they worshipped the dragon * because 
he gave the authority unto the beast : and they worshipped 
the beast, saying, "Who is like unto the beast ? * and who 
is able to make war with him ? " 

5 And there was given unto him a mouth speaking great 
and * blasphemous f things ; and authority was given unto 
him to act* forty and two months. 6 And he opened his 
mouth in * blasphemies against God, to blaspheme his name, 
and his tabernacle, * those who dwell in heaven. 7 J And it 
was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them ; and there was given unto him authority

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over every tribe, *and people, and tongue, and nation. 8 And 
all that dwell upon the earth shall worship him,— he fwjifl® 
name hath not been written, from the foundation of the 
world in the hook of life of the Lamb slain. 9 If any one 
hath an ear, let him hear. 10 If any one *be for captivity, 
he gocth away, if any one will kill with the sword, with 
the sword must he be killed. Here is the endurance and the 
faith of the saints. 

11 And I saw another beast coming up out of the earth ; 
and he had two horns like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 
12 And he exerciseth all the authority of the first beast in his 
presence, and he causeth the earth and those who dwell 
therein to worship the first beast, whose deadly wound wns 
healed. 13 And he doeth great wonders, so that he maketh 
even fire to come down from heaven on the earth in the sight 
of men ; 14 and he deceiveth those that dwell on the earth in 
consequence of the wonders, which were given to him to do 
in the presence of the beast; saying to those who dwell on 
the earth, that they should make an image to the beast, 
* § who hath the wound by a sword, and did live. 15 And it 
was given to him to give breath unto the image of the beast, 
that the image of the beast should both speak, and cause 
that whosoever would not worship the imago of the beast 
should be killed. 16 And he causeth all, the small and the 
great, and the rich and the poor, and the free and the bond, 
to receive a mark on their right hand, or on their * forehead ; 
"[and] that no one be able to buy or sell, save he that hath 
the mark, *the name of the beast, or the number of his 
name. 18 Here is wisdom. Let him that hath understand- 
ing count the number of the beast; for it is the number of 
a man; and his number *is GGGj. 
XIV. And I saw, and, behold, *the Lamb standing on the

mount Sion and with him an hundred forty and four thousand 
having *his name and his Father's name written on 
their foreheads. 2 And I heard a voice from heaven, as the 
voice of many waters, and as a voice of great thunder : and 
the voice * which I heard wa$ as that of harpers harping 
with their harps : 3 and they sing as it were a new song in 
the presence of the throne, and in the presence of the four 
living creatures and the elders: and no one was able to 
learn the song but the hundred forty and four thousand, who 
have been redeemed from the earth. 4 These are those who 
have not been denied with women ; for they are virgins, 
those who follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth : these 
were redeemed from among men, a first-fruit to God and to 
the Lamb. 5 And in their mouth was found no * falsehood : 
*they arc without blemish*. 

6 And I saw another angel flying in the mid-heaven, hav- 
ing the everlasting Gospel to preach unto those that dwell 
on the earth, and unto every nation, and tribe, and tongue, 
and people,— 7 saying with a loud voice, " Fear God, and 
give glory to him: because the hour of his judgment is 
come: and worship him that made the heaven, and the 
earth, and sea, and fountains of waters." 

8 And * another, *a second angel followed, saying, "Fallen* 
is Babylon the great*, who* hath made all *the nations 
drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication." 

9 And another, a third angel followed them, saying with 
a loud voice, " If any one worshippeth the beast and his 
image, and receiveth his mark on his forehead, or on his 
hand, 10 he also shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God 
which is poured out without mixture into the cup of his in- 
dignation; and he shall be tormented with fire and brini- 
sh me in the presence of the holy angels, and in the presence 
of the Lamb: ll and the smoke of their torment ascendeth 
up for ever and ever : and they have no rest day and night, 
who worship the beast and his image, and whosoever re- 
<vi\ vth the mark of his name." 

12 Here is the endurance of the saints ;— * here are those 
that keep the commandments of God, and the faith of Jesus. 

19 
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13 And I heard a voice from heaven saying*, "Write, Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord from henceforth : Yea, 
saith the Spirit, that they* shall rest from their labours; 
*for their works do follow them." 

14 And I saw, and behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud 
— / saw one sitting liko unto the Son of man, — having on 
his head a crown of gold, and in his hand a sharp sickle. 
13 And another angel came out of the temple, crying with 
a loud voice to him that sat on the cloud, '» Thrust in thy 
sickle, and reap ; because the time * to reap is come : be- 
cause the harvest of the earth is ripened." 16 And he that 
sat on the cloud thrust in his sickle on the earth ; and the 
earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of the temple which is in 
heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. 18 And another angel 
came out from the altar, who had authority over fire ; and 
he cried with a loud voice to him that had the sharp sickle, 
saying, " Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters 
of the vine of the earth ; for her grapes are fully ripe." 
19 And the angel thrust in his sickle into the earth, and gath- 
ered the vine of the earth, and cast it into the great wine- 
press of the wrath of God. 20 And the winepress was trod- 
den without the city, and blood came out of the winepress, 
even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a thousand and 
six hundred furlongs. 

XV. And I saw another wonder in heaven, great and 
marvellous, seven angels having the seven last plagues ; 
because in them was completed the wrath of God. 

2 And I saw as it were a sea of glass mingled with fire, 
and those that had gotten the victory from the beast, 
and from his image, and *from the number of his name, 
standing on the sea of glass, having the harps of God. 3 And 
they sing the song of Moses the servant of God, and the 
song of the Lamb, saying, ? Great and marvellous are thy 
works, 0 Lord God, the Almighty : righteous and true are 
thy ways, thou King of the * nations. 4 Who shall not 
fear*, 0 Lord, and glorify thy name ? because thou only 
art holy : because all the nations shall come and worship in 
thy presence ; because thy judgments were manifested." 

5 .And after these things I saw, and* the temple of the 
20 
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tabernacle of the testimony in heaven was opened : «and 
the seven angels who had the seven plagues, came out of 

he temple clothed in pure * bright flinen, and girded abou 
their breasts with girdles of gold. 'And one of the foui 
living creatures gave unto the seven angels seven bowls of 
gold full of the wrath of God, who liveth forever and ever 

And the temple was filled with smoke from the glory of 
<«>«! , aml from his power ; and no one was able to enter 
into the temple, till the seven plagues of the seven ano-els 
were completed. b 

; XVI And I heard a great voice out of the temple, sav- 
ing to the seven angels, " Go forth, and pour out the * seven 
bowls of the wrath of God into the earth." 

2 And the first departed, and poured out his bowl *into 
the earth ; and there was a noisome and grievous sore upon 
the men who had the mark of the beast, and upon those 
who worshipped Ins image. 

; ' And the second * paired out his bowl into the sea ; and 
it became blood as of a dead man; and every living soil 
died— ~as respetfs the things in the sea. 

< And the third * poured out his bowl into the rivers and 
* the fountains of waters : and they became blood. 5 And I 
heard the angel of the waters saying, " Righteous art thou 
*the one who is, and who was, *the holy one, because thou 
hast judged thus. "Because they have shed the blood of 
saints and prophets, and thou hast given them biu^ to 
drink : *they are worthy." 7 And I heard *the altar say- 
ing, "Even so, 0 Lord God the Almighty, true and right- 
eous are thy judgments." 

8 And the fourth * poured out his bowl upon the sun : aud 
it was given unto it to scorch men with fire. 9 And men 
were scorched with great scorching, and blasphemed the 
name of God, who hath authority over these plagues: and 
they repented not to give him glory. 

10 And the fifth * poured out his" bowl upon the throne ot 
the beast; and his kingdom became darkened, and they

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gnawed their tongues for pain, "and they blasphemed the 
God of heaven because of their pains and of their sores, 
and repented not of their deeds. 

12 And the sixth * poured out his bowl upon the great 
river, the Euphrates; and the water thereof was dried up, 
that the way of the kings who are from the sunrising, 
might be prepared. 13 And I saw come out of the mouth 
of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, aud 
out of the mouth of the false prophet, three unclean 
spirits *as it were frogs. 14 For they are spirits of demons, 
working miracles, that go forth unto the kings of *the 
whole world, to gather them to *the battle of *the great 
day of God the Almighty. 15 " Behold, I come as a thief; 
blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest 
he walk naked, and they see his shame." 16 And the gath- 
ered them together into the place which is called in Hebrew 
Harmagedon.| 

l *And the seventh * poured out his howl *upon the air; 
and there came a [great] voice out of the temple*, from the 
throne, saying, " It is done." 18 And there were * lightnings, 
and voices, and thunderings, and there was a great earth- 
quake, such os was not since * man was upon the earth, so 
mighty an earthqi lake, so great. 19 And the great city was di- 
vided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell ; and 
Babylon the great was remembered before God, to give unto 
her f he cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. 
20 And every island fleJ away, and the mountains were not 
found. 21 And a great hall, as it were stones of a talent 
weight, fell out of heaven upon men : and men blasphemed 
G )d because of the plague of the hail ; because the plague 
thereof is exceedingly great. 

XVII. And there came one of the seven angels who 
had the seven bowls, and talked with me, saying*, " Come 
hither ; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great

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harlot that sitteth upon many waters: 2 with whom the kings 
of the earth committed fornication, and the inhabitants ot 
the earth were made drunk with the wine of her fornica- 
tion." 3 And he carried me away into the wilderness in the 
spirit : and I saw a woman sitting upon a scarlet beast, full 
of names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. 
4 And the woman * was clothed in purple and scarlet, and 
decked with gold and precious stones and pearls, having a 
cup of gold in her hand full of abominations— and the fihni- 
ness of her fornication, 5 and upon her forehead a name writ- 
ten, a Mystery, Babylon the Great, the Mother of the 
Harlots and the Abominations of the Earth. 6 And I 
saw the woman drunken with the blood of the saints, and 
with the blood of the martyrs of Jesus : and I wondered 
when I saw her, with great wonder. 

7 A ml the angel said unto me, " Wherefore wonderest thou ? 
I will tell thee the mystery of the woman, and of the beast 
that carrieth her, which hath the seven heads and the ten 
horns. 

8 "*The beast that thou sawest, was, and is not, and is to 
ascend out of the abyss, and to go into perdition : and those 
who dwell on the earth shall wonder, whose names were not 
written in the book of life from the foundation of the world, 
when they behold the beast, because he was, and is not, and 
* shall be present. 

9 ''Here u tiie mind which hath wisdom. The seven 
heads are seven mountains, on which the woman sitteth ; 
10 and there are seven kings : the live are fallen, * the one 
ia, the other is not yet come ; and when he shall have come, 
he must continue a short space. 11 And the beast that was, 
and is not, even He is the eighth, and is of the seven, and 
goeth into perdition. 

12 14 And the ten horns which thou sawest are ten kings, 
who f received not yet a kingdom ; but they receive author- 
ity as kings at one hour with the beast. 

13 "These have one mind, and give their power and au- 
thority unto the beast, "These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome them: because he is 
Lord of lords, and King of kings : and those who are with 
bim are called, and chosen, and faithful." 
§Or ''received not," as found in the most aueieot copy and some versions. 
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15 And he saith unto me, " The waters which thou sawcst, 
where the harlot sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, ami 
nations and tongues. 16 And the ten horns which thou saw est 

* and the beast, these shall hate the harlot, and shall make 
her desolate and naked, and shall eat her flesh, and burn 
her with fire. 17 For God hath put into their hearts to 
fulfil his mind [and to make one mind], and to give their 
kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God shall be 
completed. 

18 " And the woman whom thou sawest, is that great city, 
which holdeth sovereignty over the kings of the earth." 

XVIII. * After these things I saw * another angel com- 
ing down from heaven, having great authority; and the 
earth was lightened with his glory. 2 And he cried *with a 
mighty voice, saying, " Fallen, fallen, is Babylon the great, 
and is become a habitation of demons, and a hold of every 
unclean spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird. 
3 Because by reason of *the wrath of her fornication all the 
nations have * fallen, and the kings of the earth committed 
fornication with her, and the merchants of the earth waxed 
rich through the power of her delicacies." 

4 And 1 heard another voice from heaven, saying, " Come 
out of her, my people, that ye may have no fellowship with 
her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues. 5 Because 
her sins were * builded togetherf unto heaven, and God re- 
membered her unrighteousness. 6 Reward unto her even as 
he rewarded*, and double *the double according to her 
works : in the cup which she mingled, mingle to her double. 
7 How much she glorified herself, and lived delicately, so 
much torment and sorrow give her: because she saith in her 
heart, S I sit a queen, and am not a widow, and shall see no 
mourning: ' 8 Therefore in one day shall her plagues come, 
cieath, and mourning, and famine; and she shall be utterly 
burned with lire : because mighty is [the Lord] God who 

* judged her. 

9 "And the kings of the earth, who with her committed 
fornication and lived delicately, shall mourn, and wail over 
her, when they shall see the smoke of her burning, 10 stand- 
ing afar off because of the fear of her torment, saying, 

t Or " adhered to one another until [they reached] heaven." 
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' Alas, alas, the great city Babylon, the mighty city ! because 
in one hour is thy judgment come.' 

11 " And the merchants of the earth weep and mourn over 
her ; because no one buyeth their merchandise any more : 
12 the merchandise of gold, and of silver, and of precious 
stones, and of pearls, and of fine linen, and of purple, and 
of silk, and of scarlet ; and all thyiiie wood, and every ves- 
sel of ivory, and every vessel of most precious wood, and 
of brass, and of iron, and of marble, 13 and cinnamon, *and 
spice, and odours, and ointment, and frankincense, and wine, 
and oil, and fine flower, and wheat, and cattle, and sheep, 
and of horses, and of chariots, and of bodies and souls of 
men. 14 And the fruits that thy soul desired departed from 
thee, and all things which were dainty and bright * perished 
from thee, and *they shall find them no more at all. 15 The 
merchants of these things, who were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar oil', because of the fear of her torment, weeping 
and mourning, 1G *sayiug, 'Alas, alas, the great city, that 
hath been clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, and 
decked with gold, and precious stones, and pearls ! 17 because 
in one hour so great riches was made desolate.' 

"And every shipmaster, and f every * passenger, and 
sailors, and as many as trade by sea, stood afar off, 18 and 
* cried when they saw the smoke of her burning, saying, 
' What city is like unto the great city ! 1 19 And they cast 
dust on their heads, and * cried, weeping and mourning, say- 
ing, 'Alas, alas, the great city, wherein were made rich all 
that had *the ships in the sea by reason of her costliness ! 
because in one hour was she made desolate.' 

39 "Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye saints *and 
apostles and prophets ; because God judged your cause upon 
her." 

21 And a mighty angel took up a stone like a great mill- 
stone, and casUY into the sea, saying, " Thus with violence 
shall the great city Babylon be cast down, and shall be found 
no more at all. 22 And the voice of harpers, and musicians, 
and pipers, and trumpeters, shall be heard no more at all in 
thee; and no craftsman, of whatsoever craft, shall be found 
any more in thee ; and the sound of a millstone shall be 
f Or, t( Every one who saikth by o place." 
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board no more at all in thee ; 23 and the light of a candle 
shall shine no more at all in thee ; and the voice of bride- 
groom and of bride shall be heard no more at all in thee ; 
because thy merchants were the great men of the earth ; 
because by thy sorcery were all the nations deceived. " 24 And 
in her was found the blood of prophets, and of saints, and 
of all that have been slain upon the earth. 

XIX. * After these things I heard as it were a great 
voice of much people in heaven, saying, "Alleluia; the 
salvation, and glory, *and power, *of our God: 2 because 
true and righteous are his judgments : because he judged 
the great harlot, who corrupted the earth with her fornica- 
tion, and he avenged the blood of his servants at her hand." 
3 And the second time they said, " Alleluia 1 " And her 
smoke goeth up forever and ever. 4 And the twenty-four 
elders and the four living creatures fell down and worshipped 
God that sittcth on the throne, saying, "Amen; Alleluia.-' 
5 And a voice came out from the throne, saying, " Praise our 
God, all ye his servants, and ye that fear him; *the small 
and the great." 

6 And I heard as it were the voice of a great multitude, 
and [as] the voice of many waters, and as the voice of 
mighty thunderings, saying, "Alleluia : because the Lord 
[our] God the Almighty reigned. 7 Let us be glad and re- 
joice, and give glory to him : because the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and his wife made herself ready." 8 And it 
was given to her that she should be arrayed in * fine linen 
bright * and pure : for the fine linen is the righteousness of 
the saints. 9 And he saith unto me, "Write, Blessed are 
those who have been called unto the marriage supper of the 
Lamb." And he saith unto me, " These are the true words 
of God." w And I fell before his feet to worship him. And 
he said unto me, " See thou do it not : I am the fellow-ser- 
vant of thee and thy brethren that have the testimony of 
Jesus : worship God : for the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophecy." 

n And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse ; 
and he that sat upon him was [called] Faithful and True, 
and in righteousness he doth judge, and make war. 12 His 
eves were as a flame of fire, and on his head were many 
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diadems : and he had a name written, that no man knoweth 
but he himself. 13 And he was clothed with a vesture dipped 
in blood: and his name* hath been called The Word of 
God. 14 And the armies which were in heaven were follow- 
ing him upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, white * and 
pure. 15 And out of his mouth proceedeth a sharp sword, 
that with it he should smite the nations: and he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron : and he treadeth the winepress of 
the fierceness *of the wrath of God the Almighty. 16 And 
he hath on his garment and on his thigh *a name written, 
King of Kings, and Lord of Lords. 

17 And I saw an angel standing in the sun ; and he cried 
with a loud voice, saying to all the fowls that fly in the mid- 
heaven, " Gome, be gathered together unto the * great sup- 
per of God : 18 that ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the 
llrsli «>(* chief-captains, and the flesh of mighty men, and (he 
flesh of horses. ;in<! of those that sit on them, and the llesli 
of all lieu, *both five and bond, both small and great.'! 

19 And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and 
*his armies f, gathered together to make war with him that 
sat on the horse, and with his army. 20 And the beast was 
taken, and * he who was with him, the false prophet that 
wrought the miracles in his presence, with which he deceived 
those that received the mark of the beast, and those that 
worship his image. These both were cast alive into the lake 
of fire which burnetii with brimstone. 21 And the rest were 
killed with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which 
sword * proceedeth out of his mouth : and ull the fowls were 
filled with their flesh. , » 

XX. And I saw an angel coming down from heaven, 
having the key of the abyss and a great chain in his hand. 
2 And he laid hold on the dragon, — the old serpent, which is 
the Devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand years, 3 and 
cast him into the abyss, and shut *him up, and set a seal 
upon him, that he should deceive the nations no more, till 
the thousand years should be completed, * afterwards he 
must be loosed a little season. 

* And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judg- 
ment was given unto them : and J saw the souls of those

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I hut had been beheaded because of the testimony of Jesus, 
and because of the word of God, andf those who worshipped 
not the beast, neither his image, and received not the mark- 
on * their forehead, and on their hand ; and they lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand years. 5 [And] the rest of 
the dead lived not * until the thousand years were completed. 
This is the first resurrection 6 Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection : over these the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and 
of Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years. 

7 And when the thousand years are completed, Satan shall 
be loosed out of his prison, 8 and shall go out ti deceive the 
nations which are in the four corners of the earth, Gog and 
Magog, to gather them together to battle : the number ot 
whom is as the sand, of the sea. 9 And they went up on 
on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the citadel of 
the saints about, and the beloved city : and fire came down 
*uut of heaven [from Gted] and devoured them. 10 And the 
devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of lire and 
brimstone, where *both the beast and the false prophet are, 
and they shall he tormented day and nigh! lor rV er and ever! 

11 And I saw a great white throne, and Irim that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and t he heaven fled away ; and 
no place was found for them. 12 And I saw the I'ead, *the 
great and the small, standing before- the * throne; and 'books 
were opened : and another book was opened, which is the 
book of life : and the dead were judged out of the things

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which had been written in the books, according to their 
works. 13 And the sea gave up the dead that were in it; 
and death and hades gave up the dead that were in them : 
and they were judged every one according to their works. 
14 And death and hades were cast into the lake of fire. This 
is the second death * the lake of fire. 15 And whosoever 
was not found written in the book of life was cast into the 
lake of fire. 

XXI. And I saw a new heaven and a new earth : for the 
first heaven and the first earth passed away ; and the sea no 
longer is. 2 And *I saw the holy city, New Jerusalem, 
coming down * out of heaven from God, prepared as a bride 
adorned for her husband. 3 And I heard a great voice out 
of *the thronef saying, Behold, the tabernacle of God is 
with men, and he will dwell with them, and they shall be 
his peoples J, and God himself shall be with them, their God. 
4 And God shall wipe away every tear from their eyes ; and 
death shall be no more, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain : [because] the former things 
have passed away. 

5 And he that sitteth upon the throne said, "Behold I make 
all things new." And he saith* "Write, becau. e these 
words are * faithful and true." 6 And he said unto me, 
"They are done. I am the Alpha and the Omega, the Be- 
ginning and the End. I will give unto him that is athirst 
of the fountain of the water of life freely. 7 He that over- 
cometh shall inherit * these things; and I will be his God 
and he shall be my son. 8 But the cowardly, and unbeliev- 
ing, and abominable, and murderers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their'jmrt 
in the lake which burneth with fire and brimstone : which is 
the second death. 

9 And there came *one of the seven angels who had them 
seven bowls full of the seven last plagues, and talked with 
me, saying, « Come hither, I will show thee the bride, the 
Lamb's wife." 10 And he carried me away in the spirit'to a 
great and high mountain, and showed me the * holy city,

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Jerusalem, descending out of heaven from God, having the 
glory of God : 11 * her light was like unto a stone most pre- 
cious, even like a jasper stone, clear as crystal ;— 12 and it 
had a wall great and high, and had twelve gates, and at the 
gates twelve angels, and names written thereon, which are 
*the names of the twelve tribes of the children of Israel : 

13 on the east three gates ; *and on the north three gates ; 
* and on the south three gates ; * and on the west three gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had twelve foundations, and on 
them * twelve names of the twelve apostles of the Lamb. 

15 And he that talked with me had a * measuring reed of 
gold to measure the city, and the gates thereof, and the wall 
thereof. 1(5 And the city lieth foursquare, and its length is 
as large as the breadth : and he measured the city with the 
reed, twelve thousand furlongs. The length and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal. 17 And he measured the wall 
thereof, an hundred and forty and four cubits, according to 
the measure of a man, that is, of the angel. 

18 And the structure of the wall of it was of jasper : and 
the city was pure gold, * like unto clear glass. 19 * The 
foundations of the wall of the city were adorned with every 
precious stone. The first foundation was a jasper ; the sec- 
ond, a sapphire ; the third, a chalcedony ; the fourth, an 
emerald; the fifth, a sardonyx; the sixth, a sardine ; the 
seventh, a chrysolite; the eighth, a beryl; the ninth, a to- 
paz ; the tenth, a chrysoprasus ;the eleventh, a jacinth ; the 
twelvth, an amethyst. 21 And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls ; each one of the gates severally was of one pearl : 
and the street of the city was pure gold, as it were trans- 
parent glass. 

-And I saw no temple therein: for the Lord God the 
Almighty and the Lamb are the temple of it. 23 And the 
city hath no need of the sun, neither of the moon, that they 
might illumine it : for the glory of God did lighten it, and 
the Lamb is the light thereof. 24 And the nations * shall 
Avalk by means of the light thereof: and the kings of the 
earth do bring their glory *unto it. 2 *And the gates of it 
shall not be shut at all by day : for there shall be no night 
there. 26 And they shall bring the glory and honour of the 
nations unto it. 27 And there shall in no wise enter into it 
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anything common, neither whosoever worketh abomination, 
and a lie : but those who have been written in the Lamb's 
book of life. 

XXII. And he showed me *a river of water of life, 
bright as crystal, proceeding out of the throne of God and 
the Lamb. 2 In the midst of the street of it, and of the 
river, on this side and on that side, was there the tree of 
life, which bare twelve manner of fruits, and yielded its 
fruit every month : and the leaves of the tree were for the 
healing of the nations. 3 And no curse shall any longer be : 
and the throne of God and the Lamb shall be in it ; and his 
servants shall serve him : 4 and they shall see his face ; and 
his name shall be on their foreheads. 5 And there shall be 
no more night; and they shall not need *the light of can- 
dle, and light of the sun ; because the Lord God * will 
lighten them ; and they shall reign for ever and ever. 

6 And he said unto me, "Tnese words are faithful and 
true: and the Lord God of the * spirits of the prophets 
sent his angel to show unto his servants things which must 
come to pass speedily. 7 *And behold, I come quickly: 
blessed is he that keepeth the words of the prophecy of this 
book." 

8 And I John was he who * heard and saw these things. 
And when I had heard and seen, I fell down to worship 
before the feet of the angel who showed me these things. 
9 And he saith unto me, " See thou do it not: *I am the 
fellow-servant of thee and thy brethren the prophets, arid of 
those who keep the words of this book : worship God." 

10 And he saith unto me, "Seal not the words of the 
prophecy of this book: for the time is nigh. 11 He that 
docth unjustly, let him do unjustly still : [and he that is 
filthy, let him be filthy still :] and he that is righteous, let 
him *work righteousness still: and he that is holy, let him 
be holy still. 12 * Behold, I come quickly; and my reward 
is with me, to give to every man according as his work * is. 
13 I *am the Alpha and the Omega, * First and Last, the 
Beginning and the End. 14 Blessed are those who *\vash 
their robes, that they may have right to the tree of life, and 
may enter in through the gates into the city. 15 * Without 
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are dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, and murderers, 
and idolaters, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie. 

16 "I Jesus sent mine angel to testify unto you these 
things in the churches. I am the Root and the offspring of 
David, the bright and morning Star," 17 And the Spirit and 
the bride say, " Come." And let him that heareth say, 
"Come." And let him that is athirst come. * He who 
willeth, let him take of the water of life freely. 

18 * I testify unto every one that heareth the words of the 
prophecy of this book, If any one shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the plagues that have been 
written in this book ; 19 and if any one shall take away from 
the words of the book of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part from the *tree of life, and from the holy city, 
* which have been written of in this book. 

20 He who testifieth these things saith, "Yea I come 
quicklv :" Amen ; *come, Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of *the Lord Jesus Christ be with all [*the 
saints. Amen.] 
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
